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Lawmaker 
threatens to 
hold up F-35 
jet contract

The U.S. military’s most expen¬ 
sive weapons program seemed to 
be under threat from all sides at a 
recent hearing before the House 
Armed Services Committee as 
skeptical lawmakers called out 
supply chain problems that have 
meant only a third of the Penta¬ 
gon’s F-35 fighter jets are capable 
of carrying out all the missions 
for which they were built. 

Ellen Lord, a former defense ex¬ 
ecutive who is now the Pentagon’s 
top weapons buyer, admitted that 
the complicated IT system sup¬ 
porting the fleet’s maintenance 
infrastructure still falls far short 
of expectations. Lockheed Mar¬ 
tin and the Pentagon’s Joint Pro¬ 
gram Office are still embroiled in 
a long-running dispute over who 
owns the F-35’s complicated algo¬ 
rithms, a debate that could chart 
the future of the program. 

Some lawmakers criticized the 
terms of Lockheed’s arrange¬ 
ment with the government, say¬ 
ing overly generous intellectual 
property agreements threaten 
to lock Lockheed into a wasteful 
long-term profit machine with 
limited accountability. 

Rep. John Garamendi, D- 
Calif., threatened to hold up a 
multibillion-dollar contract if 
fundamental questions aren’t re¬ 
solved, suggesting there should 
be a broader sea change in how 
military agencies work with 
weapons builders. 

“Heretofore, the contractors 
have had the long end of the lever, 
and the government has been on 
the short end of the lever.... That 
is going to change,” Garamendi 
told Lockheed Martin executives 
assembled at the hearing. “The 
power is shifting ... with the ful¬ 
crum moving closer to the gov¬ 
ernment’s side.”

CAMPUS UNDER SIEGE 

Police surround trapped protesters in Hong Kong, raising fears of a crackdown

HONG KONG—As night fell on Hong Kong, police tightened their 
siege of a university campus where hundreds of protesters were 
trapped in the latest dramatic episode in months of protests against 
growing Chinese control over the semi-autonomous city. 

The Asian financial center’s workweek began Monday with mul¬ 
tiple protests that disrupted traffic, while schools remained closed 
because of safety concerns stemming from the demonstrations, 
which began in June but have become increasingly violent in recent 
weeks. 

The pitched battle for control of the campus of Hong Kong Poly¬ 
technic University has been the center of the most recent develop¬ 
ments. For days, protesters have fortified the campus to keep out 
the police. Now cornered by police determined to arrest them, they 
desperately tried to get out but faced a cordon of officers armed with 
tear gas and water cannons. 

Officers repelled one escape attempt Monday morning with tear 
gas, driving hundreds of protesters back onto the campus. Later, 
huge crowds of supporters advanced on foot toward the police from

Greg Kuntz, a Defense Department 
spokesman, said the department’s Joint 
Program Office “remains committed to 
aggressively reducing sustainment costs 
and improving mission capability rates,” 
adding, “We will continue to partner with 
Congress and Congressman Garamendi 
moving forward.” 

Carolyn Nelson, a Lockheed Martin 
spokeswoman, said the government is 
working on a new technical data package 
that was not a part of the initial F-35 con¬ 
tract, as well as a separate “performance- 
based” contract for logistics support. The 
logistics contract “shifts risks to industry 
and opens longer term investments,” Nel¬ 
son wrote in an email. 

The hearing was the latest skirmish in 
a long-running fight over who should own 
the U.S. military’s advanced weaponry. De¬ 
fense spending watchdogs are concerned 
that manufacturers such as Lockheed have 
too much ownership over those systems, 
something that could give them leverage to 
drive up costs. Government agencies gen¬ 
erally prefer the flexibility that comes with 
owning the systems themselves. 

There is a lot of money at stake. The Air 
Force estimates that most of a given air¬ 
craft’s long-term cost actually comes from 
keeping it flight worthy. Manufacturers are 
keenly aware of this, with companies such 
as Boeing launching whole business units 
focused on maintenance and repair. 

In recent years the Pentagon has been 
buying jets in greater quantities in order to 
get the average price down. They recently 
finalized a $34 billion agreement that de¬ 
fense officials described as “the largest 
procurement in the Department’s history.” 
The deal brought the F-35’s price per plane 
below $80 million ahead of schedule. 

However the program is having trouble 
keeping the F-35s mission-capable, an odd 
problem for a brand new fleet. The overall 
F-35 fleet was capable of performing all of 
its tasked missions only about a third of the 
time, an official with the Government Ac¬ 
countability Office said Wednesday. 

The problem could threaten the mili¬ 


tary’s ability to respond to threats. 

“As you well know, if we are missing 
parts and can’t get our jets airborne, our 
ability to deliver combat effects on this air¬ 
craft is significantly diminished,” said Lt. 
Gen. Eric Fick, the Pentagon’s F-35 pro¬ 
gram executive. 

The Defense Department and Lockheed 
have often disagreed over how much of the 
supply chain data should be considered 
proprietary. Under the original concept for 


the F-35 program, Lockheed had extensive 
control over major aspects of the jet’s re¬ 
pair and maintenance costs. Over time, the 
Defense Department has asserted greater 
control over that information. 

The government challenged Lockheed 
Martin to prove that the plane’s algorithms 
had been developed at the contractor’s 
expense rather than with taxpayer funds, 
something that could determine owner¬ 
ship. The matter is currently under consid¬ 


eration, Fick said. 

The Project on Government Oversight, 
a watchdog group, has pressed for the De¬ 
fense Department to have full ownership 
over all of the F-35’s technical rights and 
related data. 

“Doing so would prevent a future situ¬ 
ation like the one now facing the F-35 
program — and by extension, American 
service members and taxpayers,” POGO 
executive director Danielle Brian wrote in 
a letter to members of Congress. “It would 
also allow the government to seek alterna¬ 
tive suppliers should the original contrac¬ 
tor fail to live up to expectations.” 

Loren Thompson, a defense consultant 
who works with Lockheed Martin as well 
as other defense contractors at the nonprof¬ 
it Lexington Institute, said: “The struggle 
over IP between the government and de¬ 
fense contractors is likely to go on indefi¬ 
nitely.

N. Korea says it won’t give Trump 
a summit without US concessions

BANGKOK — China on Mon¬ 
day urged the U.S. military to 
“stop flexing muscles” in the dis¬ 
puted South China Sea, a point of 
persistent friction in a relation¬ 
ship both sides said was generally 
improving. 

A spokesman for the Chinese 
Ministry of Defense, Col. Wu 
Qian, told reporters in Bangkok 
that the South China Sea was 
among numerous issues dis¬ 
cussed earlier in the day when 
U.S. Defense Secretary Mark 
Esper held his first face-to-face 
meeting with the Chinese defense 
minister, Gen. Wei Fenghe. They 
met for more than half an hour on 
the margins of a broader Asia de¬ 
fense officials’ conference. 

“We agreed to keep talking 
and engaging frequently,” Esper 
told reporters afterward in a 
brief exchange. “We continue to 
make progress on any number of 
issues.” 

The South China Sea for years 
has been a major point of conten¬ 
tion between Beijing and Wash¬ 
ington. China claims the South 
China Sea as its sovereign terri¬ 
tory, but its claims overlap with 
those of other Asian governments. 
The United States has no territo¬ 


rial stake but has periodically 
sailed Navy ships through areas 
of the sea that China considers 
off-limits. 

Wu, the Defense Ministry 
spokesman, told a news confer¬ 
ence that Esper and Wei had a 
“very positive and constructive” 
meeting and “agreed in many 
areas.” But he was clear that Bei¬ 
jing is irritated at the U.S. Navy’s 
presence in the South China Sea. 
Wu said Wei reaffirmed China’s 
commitment to safeguarding 
“territorial sovereignty and mar¬ 
itime rights and interests” in the 
South China Sea. 

“The Chinese side also urges 
the U.S. side to stop flexing mus¬ 
cles in the South China Sea and 
do not provoke and escalate ten¬ 
sions in the South China Sea,” he 
said through a Chinese interpret¬ 
er. Asked by a reporter to be more 
specific about Chinese objections, 
Wu said the U.S. should “stop in¬ 
tervening in the South China Sea 
and stop military provocations.” 

Esper spokesman Jonathan 
Hoffman said in a later statement 
that the U.S. defense secretary 
“pointedly reiterated that the 
United States will fly, sail and op¬ 
erate wherever international law 
allows — and we will encourage 
and protect the rights of other sov¬ 
ereign nations to do the same.”

SEOUL, South Korea — North 
Korea on Monday responded to 
a tweet by U.S. President Don¬ 
ald Trump that hinted at another 
summit with North Korean lead¬ 
er Kim Jong Un, saying it has no 
interest in giving Trump further 
meetings to brag about unless 
it gets something substantial in 
return. 

The statement by Foreign Min¬ 
istry adviser Kim Kye Gwan is 
the latest call by North Korea for 
U.S. concessions ahead of an end- 
of-year deadline set by Kim Jong 
Un for the Trump administra¬ 
tion to offer mutually acceptable 
terms for a deal to salvage nucle¬ 
ar diplomacy. 

Following a U.S. decision over 
the weekend to call off joint mili¬ 
tary exercises with South Korea 
to create space for diplomacy 
with the North, Trump in a tweet 
urged Kim to “act quickly, get the 
deal done” and hinted at another 
summit between them, saying 
“See you soon!” 

But Kim Kye Gwan reiterated 
his government’s stance that 
Washington must discard what 
North Korea sees as “hostile” 
policies to keep the negotiations 


alive. “Three rounds of DPRK- 
U.S. summit meetings and talks 
were held since June last year, 
but no particular improvement 
has been achieved in the DPRK- 
U.S. relations. ... The U.S. only 
seeks to earn time, pretending it 
has made progress in settling the 
issue of the Korean Peninsula,” 
he said in a statement carried by 
the official Korean Central News 
Agency, referring to North Korea 
by the initials of its formal name, 
the Democratic People’s Repub¬ 
lic of Korea. 

“We are no longer interested 
in such talks that bring nothing 
to us. As we have got nothing in 
return, we will no longer gift the 
U.S. president with something he 
can boast of, but get compensa¬ 
tion for the successes that Presi¬ 
dent Trump is proud of as his 
administrative achievements.” 

Kim Kye Gwan is a veteran 
diplomat who led the North Ko¬ 
rean delegation at much of the 
now-dormant six-nation nuclear 
disarmament talks held in Bei¬ 
jing in 2003-08. 

His statement came hours after 
KCNA reported that leader Kim 
supervised a parachuting drill 
by military sharpshooters and 
vowed to build an “invincible 
army,” displaying more defiance 


despite the decision by the U.S. 
and South Korea to shelve their 
drills. 

It was North Korea’s second 
publicized military drill in three 
days. A report Saturday said Kim 
urged combat pilots to prepare 
against enemies “armed to the 
teeth” while attending a flight 
demonstration. 

North Korea has been ramping 
up missile tests and other mili¬ 
tary demonstrations in recent 
months in an apparent pressure 
tactic over the talks. 

Negotiations have faltered since 
a February summit between Kim 
and Trump in Vietnam which 
broke down after the U.S. rejected 
North Korean demands for broad 
sanctions relief in exchange for 
a partial surrender of its nuclear 
capabilities. 

Kim later issued his end-of- 
year deadline and has also said 
the North would seek a “new 
path” if the United States persists 
with sanctions and pressure. 

Working-level talks last month 
in Sweden broke down over what 
the North Koreans described as 
the Americans’ “old stance and 
attitude.” North Korea last week 
said the United States has pro¬ 
posed a resumption of negotia¬ 
tions in December.

Japanese official: US did not request fivefold increase to support forces

TOKYO — Japan’s government 
on Sunday denied a report it had 
been asked to fork over five times 
as much as it now pays to support 
United States forces stationed in 
the country. 

Kyodo News reported Saturday 
that Japan had rejected a request 


for the funding increase that 
was delivered by John Bolton, 
then-national security adviser to 
President Donald Trump, when 
he visited Tokyo in July. 

Japanese Defense Minister 
Taro Kono refuted the report, ac¬ 
cording to a transcript of a Sun¬ 
day press conference posted on 
the Defense Ministry’s website. 

In Japan’s fiscal 2019 draft bud¬ 


get, about $1.8 billion has been 
earmarked to host U.S. forces, 
which include more than 50,000 
service members, mostly sta¬ 
tioned on Okinawa. Japan would 
have to pay more than $9 billion 
annually if it had acceded to the 
request, Kyodo reported. 

The talk about cost-sharing 
echoes news from South Korea, 
where U.S. Defense Secretary 


Mark Esper on Friday called 
on the government to increase 
its share of the cost to support 
28,500 U.S. troops stationed on 
the divided peninsula. 

Trump has insisted that U.S. 
allies, including NATO members, 
need to pay more for their own 
defense. 

Esper also called on Seoul to 
reverse its decision to cancel a 


military intelligence-sharing 
agreement with Japan before it 
expires on Saturday. 

The U.S. fears the pact’s termi¬ 
nation could jeopardize security 
as North Korea resumes weap¬ 
ons testing amid stalled nuclear 
talks.

Police warn 
tourists in 
Tokyo about 
bar scams

TOKYO — Bracing for an in¬ 
flux of tourists as the 2020 Olym¬ 
pics draw near, Tokyo police are 
warning of a potential increase in 
scams targeting foreigners in the 
city’s entertainment districts. 

So-called “rip-off bars” — a 
ploy targeting foreigners that 
may be familiar to some U.S. 
service members — have been 
on the rise, according to Tokyo 
Metropolitan Police. The scam 
typically involves patrons being 
lured inside a bar by street touts 
in areas like Roppongi and Ka- 
bukicho, then finding themselves 
charged excessively large tabs. 

These bars, which are usually 
operated by foreigners from non- 
Western countries, have been 
known to charge a target’s credit 
card more than once. In other 
cases, they serve strong or spiked 
alcohol and fudge the bill while 
the customer’s consciousness is 
unclear. 

“Entertainment districts are 
places where people go to refresh 
and enjoy, but it’s also easy to com¬ 
mit crimes and violence,” said 
Yuta Nagasaka, superintendent 
of the metro police’s First Orga¬ 
nized Crime Control Division. 

Although police do not keep 
track of crimes targeting foreign¬ 
ers specifically, Nagasaka said 
he expects these incidents to in¬ 
crease as tourist numbers, which 
surged during the recent Rugby 
World Cup in Japan, climb even 
higher. 

The Japanese government is 
aiming to increase foreign visi¬ 
tors to Japan to 40 million next

“There are many more things 
we can offer in a larger school that 
we cannot offer in three smaller 
schools,” such as more academic 
offerings and more after-school 
clubs and activities, the DODEA 
superintendent said.

The women, who usually re¬ 
ceive half of the money paid by 
the target, often order expensive 
drinks to increase the bill, Naga¬ 
saka said. 

The U.S. military, which says it 
has not seen an uptick in crimes 
targeting Tokyo-based troops, 
regularly educates service mem¬ 
bers about such scams. 

“We highly encourage our 
community to take advantage of 
serving in Japan so they can get

If you suspect you’ve been 
taken by this type of scam, call 
police immediately and have a 
copy of your credit card state¬ 
ment when filing a report, said 
Nagasaka, who added the best 
defense is avoiding the trap in the 
first place. 

“Do not follow someone you 
don’t know,” he said. “You should 
think there is a catch when a 
stranger talks to you in English.”

Man caught at 
Spangdahlem 
without license 
after 25 years

KAISERSLAUTERN, Germa¬ 
ny — A German man who drove 
for 25 years without a license fi¬ 
nally had the brakes applied when 
Air Force guards asked him for a 
valid ID as he tried to drive onto 
Spangdahlem Air Base. 

The man, 58, had driven up to 
the gate at Spangdahlem on Oct. 
29 in a car belonging to a con¬ 
struction company that was doing 
work on the base, German police 
in the nearby town of Bitburg said 
in a statement Monday. 

When he could not provide a 
valid license to the guards, the 
Air Force called the Bitburg po¬ 
lice, who discovered the man had 
long been driving without the le¬ 
gally required documentation. 

The man, whose name was not 
released, has driven a company 
vehicle often and may have pro¬ 
vided his employer with an inval¬ 
id license, the police said. 

German driver’s licenses used 
to have no expiration date, but 
since 2013, European Union rules 
require drivers to renew their li¬ 
censes every 15 years. 

After the police have investi¬ 
gated the man for driving without 
a license, his case will go to the 
prosecutor’s office to determine 
whether he should face criminal 
charges, Bitburg police detective 
Edwin Gertn said. 

The penalty for driving without 
a valid license in Germany can 
include up to one year in confine¬ 
ment and a fine, which is based on 
income.

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Grenades hit Afghan military site

KABUL, Afghanistan — At¬ 
tackers threw a pair of grenades 
at the gate of a military train¬ 
ing center in Kabul on Monday, 
wounding at least four Afghan 
soldiers and a civilian, an official 
said. 

Interior Ministry spokesman 
Nasrat Rahimi initially said the 
back-to-back explosions were 
caused by suicide bombers but 
later said that it was from a pair 
of hand grenades. 

No one immediately claimed 
responsibility for the attack. 

The grenades were hurled 
at the entrance of the Military 
Training Center on the western 
edge of Kabul around 7:30 a.m. as 
recruits were arriving for classes 
and training. 

Both the Taliban and Islamic 
State regularly target Afghan 


security forces and government 
officials in Kabul and elsewhere 
across the country. Monday’s at¬ 
tack came just days after a suicide 
car bomb targeting a security 
firm in Kabul killed 12 people, in¬ 
cluding several children on their 
way to school. 

Afghan President Ashraf 
Ghani had last week announced 
the conditional release of three 
prominent Taliban prisoners but 
later had them returned to custo¬ 
dy, saying their release was being 
reconsidered. The three were 
to be exchanged for two profes¬ 
sors of the American University 
in Kabul — an American, Kevin 
King, and an Australian national, 
Timothy Weeks. The two were 
abducted by the Taliban in 2016. 

One of the three Taliban pris¬ 
oners to have been released 
was Anas Haqqani, the younger

BAGHDAD — Anti-govern¬ 
ment demonstrators in southern 
Iraq blocked roads leading to the 
country’s main port on Monday, 
while the country’s central bank 
reduced working hours because 
of ongoing demonstrations, secu¬ 
rity officials said. 

Protesters burned tires, block¬ 
ing the roads to the Umm Qasr 
port, responsible for the bulk of 
the country’s commodities im¬ 
ports, a Basra security official 
said. 

Protesters also cut roads to the 
airport with burning tires in the 
holy city of Najaf. 

This is the second time the 
port has been blocked since the 
protests began on Oct. 1, when 
thousands of Iraqis, mostly youth, 
took to the streets denouncing 
rampant government corruption, 
failing state services, including 
electricity cuts, and a lack of job 
opportunities. 

“It was tough times when the 
port was closed,” said a senior port 
official, referring to previous clo¬ 
sures on Oct. 29 that lasted nearly 
a week. The source said produc¬ 
tivity had been cut by nearly half 
as a result but imports had been 
rebounding gradually since. The 
port is an important source of 
revenue for the government. 

Meanwhile, working hours 
were reduced for employees of 
the Central Bank in Baghdad, 
located on the famous Rasheed 


Street, because of the ongoing 
protests. On Sunday, two protest¬ 
ers were wounded when security 
forces fired tear gas in renewed 
confrontations with demonstra¬ 
tors on Rasheed Street, close to 


the central bank building. 

At least 320 people have been 
killed and thousands wounded in 
the capital and the mostly Shiite 
southern provinces since the un¬ 
rest began. Clashes have seen se¬ 


curity forces use heavy tear gas, 
live rounds and stun guns to repel 
demonstrators from reaching the 
heavily fortified Green Zone, the 
seat of Iraq’s government and also 
home to the U.S. Embassy. 


Officials say 
airstrike 
kills at least 
7 in Libya

CAIRO — An airstrike 
slammed into a biscuit factory in 
Libya’s capital, Tripoli, on Mon¬ 
day killing at least seven workers 
including five foreign nationals 
and two Libyans, health authori¬ 
ties said, in what the U.N. envoy to 
Libya said could be a war crime. 

Tripoli has been the scene of 
fighting since April between the 
self-styled Libyan National Army, 
led by Gen. Khalifa Hifter, and 
an array of militias loosely al¬ 
lied with the U.N.-supported but 
weak government that holds the 
capital. 

The Tripoli-based Health Min¬ 
istry said the airstrike took place 
in the capital’s Wadi el-Rabie 
neighborhood, south of the city 
center where fighting has been 
raging for months. 

Malek Merset, a spokesman 
with the ministry, told The Asso¬ 
ciated Press that the dead includ¬ 
ed five workers from Bangladesh 
and two Libyan nationals. 

The airstrike also wounded 
at least 33 workers, mostly from 
Niger and Bangladesh, who were 
taken to nearby hospitals for ur¬ 
gent treatment, Merset said. 

Footage shared online showed 
wounded people with bandages 
and blood on their legs on stretch¬ 
ers before being taken by ambu¬ 
lances to hospitals. 

Ghassan Salame, the U.N. 
envoy for Libya, told the U.N. Se¬ 
curity Council on Monday that 
the attack caused 10 deaths and 
35 injuries and could constitute a 
war crime. 

He said the U.N. is working to 
verify the facts. 

The Tripoli-based government 
blamed the airstrike on Hifter’s 
LNA, which did not return calls 
seeking comment. 

Fighting for Tripoli has stalled 
in recent months, with both sides 
dug in and shelling one another 
along the city’s southern reaches. 
The months of combat have killed 
hundreds of people and displaced 
thousands. 

Libya has been divided into 
rival governments, with Tripoli 
controlling parts of the country’s 
west, and a rival government in 
the east aligned with Hifter’s 
force. Each side is backed by 
an array of militias and armed 
groups fighting over resources 
and territory. 


Iran: Protesters took police officers hostage

DUBAI, United Arab Emirates 
— Iran’s government spokesman 
is saying that violent protesters 
angry over higher gasoline prices 
took police and security person¬ 
nel hostage during the unrest. 

Ali Rabiei did not elaborate 
during remarks to journalists 


Monday, though the acknowledg¬ 
ment shows the level of unrest 
gripping Iran since Friday. 

Rabiei says the government 
should soon unblock internet 
access across the country, and 
estimates attendance in demon¬ 
strations has dropped by 80% 
compared with the day before. 


Iranian President Hassan 
Rouhani separately warned that 
those who abandon their cars in 
the street could face legal action. 
That was one way people pro¬ 
tested gas prices rising by 50% 
and the imposition of tighter fuel 
rationing.

Auto mechanic Albert Bringas, 69, spent 
after long days on his feet looking under 
car hoods and pulling apart transmissions. 
His back ached in the evenings. 

“I was getting more tired the last couple 
of years,” said Bringas, who for 13 years 
worked at Renown Auto Restoration in San 
Antonio. 

He calculated he would work six more 
months, pay off his mortgage and then 
retire. He was counting the days until he 
could spend more time with his wife and 
grandkids and also give his body a rest. 

His boss, shop owner Rudy Quinones, 
knew Bringas — the oldest of his 13 em¬ 
ployees — wanted to retire. 

“I never had any issues with him, ever,” 
said Quinones, 52. “But I could tell that 
his age and the physicality of the job were 
starting to take a toll.” 

So last month, Quinones called Bringas 
into his office and put forth a question: “If 
we took care of your mortgage, would that 
allow you to retire?” 

Bringas was not sure he heard his boss 
correctly. 

“I thought, Are you serious?’” Brin¬ 
gas said. “But he was. He really did want 
to pay off the rest of what I owed on my 
mortgage.” 

One week later, shortly before Hallow¬ 
een, Quinones accompanied Bringas to his 
bank and wrote a check for $4,986 to pay 
off the loan he had taken out with his wife, 
Sylvia Bringas, almost 24 years ago. The 
story was first reported by San Antonio 
station KENS5. 

“It was something I could do for him that 
would make the biggest difference,” Qui¬ 
nones said. After years of faithfully mak¬ 
ing monthly $880 payments, the Bringas’ 
three-bedroom, 1,500-square-foot home 
was officially paid off. 

“I gave my boss a hug and told him, ‘Syl¬ 


via is never going to believe this,”’ said 
Bringas, a Vietnam War veteran with two 
adult children and two grandchildren. 

He said it is not the first time he has 


seen Quinones go out of his way to help his 
employees. 

“If somebody is down on their luck and 
needs a loan, Rudy is there for them,” 


Bringas said. “And if your car needs some 
repairs or you need parts, he’ll take care of 
it. He has a big heart.” 

In turn, Quinones said he admired Brin¬ 
gas’ work ethic, which is why he trusted 
him to open the shop at 6:30 every morn¬ 
ing in preparation for restoring and re¬ 
pairing vintage Mustangs, Camaros and 
Corvettes. 

Quinones also knew Bringas and his 
wife had helped raise their 12-year-old 
granddaughter and were now helping to 
look after a new infant grandson. 

“I wanted him to enjoy more time with 
his family,” he said. “He’s worked hard, 
and he deserves that.” 

At work, Bringas was known for rarely 
missing a shift. Tinkering with cars has 
been a passion of his since he was 10, when 
his godfather first showed him how to take 
apart an engine. 

“I’ve always loved taking apart a car 
and putting it back together,” he said. “The 
most recent one I worked on last month 
was a light-blue ’67 Mustang. I changed ev¬ 
erything — the engine, transmission, AC, 
electronics, you name it. What a beautiful 
car that was.” 

Bringas’ fellow employees recalled a few 
other special qualities at his retirement 
party in the shop’s showroom on Oct. 31. 

“He could sniff out doughnuts wher¬ 
ever they were, and he’d always grab the 
doughnuts with the sprinkles on top,” said 
Quinones. “So at the retirement roast, one 
of my employees gave Albert a container 
of sprinkles. Now he can use them on his 
doughnuts in retirement.” 

Bringas said he will miss those early 
morning doughnuts but not the 5 a.m. 
“wake-up call” from his alarm clock. 

“I feel emotional when I think about what 
he did for me,” Bringas said. “When some¬ 
thing like this happens to change your life, 
you never forget.” 


‘You’ve got to give back’: Vet helps restore homes in NC

FAYETTEVILLE, N.C. — Seeing her 
neighbors come together after Hurricane 
Florence devastated their neighborhood 
in 2018 inspired retired Army Master 
Sgt. Avis Rankins to help others in need of 
shelter. 

Service was instilled and impressed 
upon Rankins from an early age. 

Rankins, who calls North Carolina home, 
said her father was a medic stationed at 
Fort Bragg until his retirement in 1972. 

“I always knew I was going to be a sol¬ 
dier from when I was little,” Rankins said. 
“And I can remember him actually com¬ 
ing home in his uniform — and back then 
I think it was actually the fatigues or the 
brown uniform — but he would come home 
all pressed and cleaned and everything, 
and I was just fascinated. And so I think at 
that age, I knew I was going to be just like 
him.” 

And, like her father, Rankins was inter¬ 
ested in medicine. 

She remembers that when her grand¬ 
mother had cancer, she was curious about 
the tubes and their function. 

“So I think that’s where my fascination 
grew from,” she said. 

Rankins enlisted in the Army as a nurse 
in 1987. Her first duty station was Fort 
Knox, Ky. 


She retired while at Fort Bragg in 2016 
after spending 20 years there. During that 
time, she served with the 44th Medical Bri¬ 
gade and Womack Army Medical Center 
and deployed to Bosnia in 2001 and Iraq in 
2006. 

While at Womack, Rankins met then-Lt. 
Col. Tracy Coffin. Coffin, who retired after 
25 years in the Army, was hired last year 
as project manager for Fayetteville Area 
Habitat for Humanity. 

When homes flooded in Rankins’ Spring 
Lake neighborhood in 2018, she reached 
out to Coffin. 

“Our neighborhood turned into a giant 
river just flowing through that bottom half 
of it,” Rankins said. 

Rankins had volunteered with Habitat 
for Humanity through a soldier support 
group at Womack Army Medical Center in 
2009. 

“I knew that Tracy at the time [was with] 
Habitat for Humanity, so I kind of reached 
out to her and said, ‘Hey, I got a bunch of 
homes in Spring Lake, and we need your 
help. Come help us.’ Little did I know,” 
Rankins said. 

Rankins rallied her neighbors — who all 
happen to be military service-connected 
— from seven homes and emphasized one 
point. 

“I said, ‘This is what we’re going to do. 
This is how we’re going to do it, and we’re 
all coming home together,’ ” she said. 


Tom Poston, an Air Force veteran who 
retired from what was then Pope Air Force 
Base in the mid-1990s after 18 years of 
service, remembered helping Rankins’ 
community. 

Poston was a 
site coordinator for 
hurricane relief for 
Baptists on Mis¬ 
sion and teamed 
up with Habitat for 
Humanity. 

“And it didn’t 
matter if I was 
working on Avis’ 
house or if I was 
working on Jenni¬ 
fer Baker’s house, 
Avis was right in 
there with us, and 
Mr. Hall and Mr. 
Crow — everybody 
I to do that day, ev¬ 
erybody jumped in to do it,” Poston said. 

Rankins said that because Habitat for 
Humanity was instrumental in getting 
her neighbors back in their homes, she felt 
compelled to give back. 

“Because they did such a great thing in 
the community of Spring Lake, not only 
did they get my neighborhood but they also 
went over on Vass Road and helped those 
residents, too,” Rankins said. “So when it 
gives good to you, you’ve got to give back 


to them.” 

Working through AmeriCorps, Rankins 
has helped the Fayetteville Area Habitat 
for Humanity with it latest Veterans Vil¬ 
lage project that will assist seven veter¬ 
ans with housing in the Oakridge Estates 
development. 

“She had other job offers, but this, where 
you can give back to your community and 
take care of people and help them, there’s 
nothing more satisfying than doing that,” 
Coffin said. 

As she did with her Spring Lake neigh¬ 
bors, Rankins is jumping in where she is 
needed — from building shutters to sweep¬ 
ing streets to picking up nails. 

“We say we leave no one behind in war 
— well, here it is in a regular peacetime, 
humanitarian-type mission. We’re still not 
leaving anyone behind,” Rankins said. 

Rankins said she considers giving back 
to be essential, and it’s something she’s try¬ 
ing to instill in her grandchildren. 

After Hurricane Matthew in 2016, she 
said they were at a cemetery and one of her 
grandsons noticed the flooding and asked a 
question. “He said, ‘But granny, look at all 
the flowers. Who’s going to put them back?’ 

“And I said, ‘Well, we’re standing here, 
boys,’ and they began to put all the flow¬ 
ers back on the grave,” Rankins said. “So 
I think if we start them at a younger age, 
instilling that community service as they 
grow, it’ll stay with them.”

US officials knew about 
Ukraine’s Trump anxiety

WASHINGTON — Democratic 
House Speaker Nancy Pelosi in¬ 
vited President Donald Trump 
to testify in front of investiga¬ 
tors in the House impeachment 
inquiry ahead of a week that will 
see several key witnesses appear 
publicly. 

Pushing back against accusa¬ 
tions from the Republican presi¬ 
dent that the process has been 
stacked against him, Pelosi said 
Trump is welcome to appear or 
answer questions in writing, if he 
chooses. 

“If he has information that is 
exculpatory — that means ex, 
taking away, culpable, blame 
— then we look forward to see¬ 
ing it,” she said in an interview 
that aired Sunday on CBS’ “Face 
the Nation.” Trump “could come 
right before the committee and 
talk, speak all the truth that he 
wants if he wants,” she said. 

On Monday, Trump tweeted he 
might be willing to offer written 
testimony “She also said I could 
do it in writing. Even though I did 
nothing wrong and don’t like giv¬ 
ing credibility to this No Due Pro¬ 
cess Hoax, I like the idea & will, 
in order to get Congress focused 
again, strongly consider it!” 

Senate Democratic leader 
Chuck Schumer, of New York, 
told reporters Trump “should 
come to the committee and testify 
under oath. And he should allow 
all those around him to come to 
the committee and testify under 
oath.” He said the White House’s 
insistence on blocking witnesses 
from cooperating begs the ques¬ 
tion, “What is he hiding?” 

Second week 

The comments come as the 
House Intelligence Committee 
prepares for a second week of 
public hearings as part of its in¬ 
quiry, including with the man 
who is arguably the most impor¬ 
tant witness. Gordon Sondland, 
Trump’s ambassador to the Eu¬ 
ropean Union, is among the only 
people interviewed to date who 
had direct conversations with 
the president about the situation 
because the White House has 
blocked others from cooperating 
with what it dismisses as a sham 
investigation. 

Testimony suggests he was in¬ 
timately involved in discussions 
that are at the heart of the inves¬ 
tigation into whether Trump held 
up U.S. military aid to Ukraine 
to try to pressure the country’s 
president to announce an investi¬ 
gation into Democrats, including 
former Vice President Joe Biden, 
a leading 2020 candidate, and 


Biden’s son, Hunter. 

Multiple witnesses overheard 
a phone call in which Trump and 
Sondland reportedly discussed 
efforts to push for the investiga¬ 
tions. In private testimony to im¬ 
peachment investigators made 
public Saturday, Tim Morrison, 
a former National Security Coun¬ 
cil aide and longtime Republican 
defense hawk, said Sondland told 
him he was discussing Ukraine 
matters directly with Trump. 

Morrison said Sondland and 
Trump had spoken approximate¬ 
ly five times between July 15 and 
Sept. 11 — the weeks that $391 
million in U.S. assistance was 
withheld from Ukraine before it 
was released. 

And he recounted that Sond¬ 
land told a top Ukrainian official 
in a meeting that the vital U.S. 
military assistance might be 
freed up if the country’s top pros¬ 
ecutor “would go to the mic and 
announce that he was opening the 
Burisma investigation.” Burisma 
is the gas company that hired 
Hunter Biden. 

Morrison’s testimony contra¬ 
dicted much of what Sondland 
told congressional investigators 
during his own closed-door de¬ 
position, which the ambassador 
later amended. 

No recollection 

Trump has said he has no rec¬ 
ollection of the overheard call 
and has suggested he barely knew 
Sondland, a wealthy donor to his 
2016 campaign. But Democrats 
are hoping he sheds new light on 
the discussions. 

“I’m not going to try to prejudge 
his testimony,” Rep. Jim Himes, 
D-Conn., said on “Fox News Sun¬ 
day.” But he suggested, “it was 
not lost on Ambassador Sondland 
what happened to the president’s 
close associate, Roger Stone, for 
lying to Congress, to Michael 
Cohen for lying to Congress. My 
guess is that Ambassador Sond¬ 
land is going to do his level best to 
tell the truth because, otherwise, 
he may have a very unpleasant 
legal future in front of him.” 

The committee also will be in¬ 
terviewing a long list of others. On 
Tuesday, it’ll hear from Morrison 
along with Jennifer Williams, 
an aide to Vice President Mike 
Pence; Alexander Vindman, the 
director for European affairs at 
the National Security Council; 
and Kurt Volker, the former U.S. 
special envoy to Ukraine. 

On Wednesday the committee 
will hear from Sondland in addi¬ 
tion to Laura Cooper, a deputy as¬ 
sistant secretary of defense, and 
David Hale, a State Department 
official. On Thursday, Fiona Hill, 


a former top NSC staffer for Eu¬ 
rope and Russia, will appear. 

Trump, meanwhile, continued 
to tweet and retweet a steady 
stream of commentary from 
supporters as he bashed “The 
Crazed, Do Nothing Democrats” 
for “turning Impeachment into a 
routine partisan weapon.” 

“That is very bad for our Coun¬ 
try, and not what the Founders 
had in mind!!!!” he wrote. 

Doctored video 

He also tweeted a doctored 
video exchange between Rep. 
Adam Schiff, the Democratic 
chairman of the Intelligence 
Committee, and Republican Rep. 
Jim Jordan in which Schiff said 
he did not know the identity of the 
whistleblower whose complaint 
triggered the inquiry. The clip 
has been altered to show Schiff 
wearing a referee’s uniform and 
loudly blowing a whistle. 

In her CBS interview, Pelosi 
vowed to protect the whistleblow¬ 
er, whom Trump has said should 
be forced to come forward de¬ 
spite long-standing whistleblower 
protections. 

“I will make sure he does not 
intimidate the whistleblower,” 
Pelosi said. 

Trump has been under fire for 
his treatment of one of the wit¬ 
nesses, the former ambassador 
to Ukraine, Marie Yovanovitch, 
whom Trump criticized by tweet 
as she was testifying last week. 

That attack prompted accu¬ 
sations of witness intimidation 
from Democrats and even some 
criticism from Republicans, who 
have been largely united in their 
defense of Trump 

“I think, along with most peo¬ 
ple, I find the president’s tweet 
generally unfortunate,” Ohio Re¬ 
publican Rep. Mike Turner said 
on CNN’s “State of the Union.” 

Still, he insisted that tweets 
were “certainly not impeachable 
and it’s certainly not criminal. 
And it’s certainly not witness in¬ 
timidation,” even if Yovanovitch 
said she felt intimidated by the 
attacks. 

Rep. Chris Stewart, R-Utah, 
said Trump “communicates in 
ways that sometimes I wouldn’t,” 
but dismissed the significance of 
the attacks.

WASHINGTON — U.S. 
State Department officials 
were informed that Ukrainian 
President Volodymyr Zelens¬ 
kiy was feeling pressure from 
the Trump administration to 
investigate former Vice Presi¬ 
dent Joe Biden even before the 
July phone call that has led 
to impeachment hearings in 
Washington, two people with 
knowledge of the matter told 
The Associated Press. 

In early May, staff at the 
U.S. Embassy in Kyiv, includ¬ 
ing then-Ambassador Marie 
Yovanovitch, were briefed on 
a meeting Zelenskiy held in 
which he sought advice on how 
to navigate the difficult posi¬ 
tion he was in, according to 
two people with knowledge of 
the briefings. 

He was concerned that 
Trump and associates were 
pressing him to take action 
that could affect the 2020 U.S. 
presidential race, the people 
said. They spoke only on con¬ 
dition of anonymity because 
of the diplomatic and political 
sensitivity of the issue. 

The briefings show that 
U.S. officials knew early that 
Zelenskiy was feeling pres¬ 
sure to investigate Biden, even 
though the Ukrainian leader 
later denied it in a joint news 
conference with Trump in 
September. 

Congressional Republicans 
have pointed to that public Zel¬ 
enskiy statement to argue that 
he felt no pressure to open an 
investigation and, therefore, 
the Democrats’ allegations 
that led to the impeachment 
hearings are misplaced. 

“Both presidents expressly 
have stated there was no pres¬ 
sure, no demand, no conditions, 
no blackmail, no corruption,” 
one Republican lawmaker, 
John Ratcliffe, of Texas, ar¬ 
gued on the first day of public 


hearings last week. 

The central allegation in 
the impeachment inquiry is 
that Trump, through his al¬ 
lies, demanded that Ukraine, 
which is fending off Russian 
aggression, launch an investi¬ 
gation that would benefit him 
politically in exchange for 
crucial military and strategic 
support. 

Witnesses have detailed in 
closed-door depositions and 
public impeachment hearings 
that allies of Trump pressed 
Ukraine to investigate Biden 
and his son while withhold¬ 
ing military aid and a coveted 
meeting between the newly 
elected Zelenskiy and Trump. 

The U.S. briefings — and 
contemporaneous notes on 
Zelenskiy’s early anxiety about 
Trump’s interest in an investi¬ 
gation — suggest that Demo¬ 
crats have evidence in reach 
to contradict Republican argu¬ 
ments that Zelenskiy never felt 
pressure to investigate Biden. 

The Associated Press re¬ 
ported last month about 
Zelenskiy’s meeting on May 
7 with two top aides, as well 
as Andriy Kobolyev, head of 
the state-owned natural gas 
company Naftogaz, and Amos 
Hochstein, an American who 
sits on the Ukrainian compa¬ 
ny’s supervisory board. Ahead 
of the meeting, Hochstein told 
Yovanovitch why he was being 
called in. 

He separately briefed two 
U.S. Embassy officials, Suriya 
Jayanti and Joseph Penning¬ 
ton, about Zelenskiy’s con¬ 
cerns, said the two people who 
spoke to the AP. Jayanti and 
Pennington took notes on the 
meeting, the people said. 

After the meeting, Hoch¬ 
stein told the embassy officials 
about Zelenskiy’s concerns 
and then traveled to Washing¬ 
ton to update Yovanovitch on 
the meeting.

Police search for 
suspects in Calif, 
shooting; 4 killed

FRESNO, Calif. — Police in the 
central California city of Fresno 
were searching Monday for sus¬ 
pects and trying to determine a 
motive for the killing of four peo¬ 
ple at a backyard party and the 
wounding of six as dozens were 
watching football on TV. 

Fresno police Lt. Bill Dooley 
said “unknown suspects” sneaked 
into the backyard about 6 p.m. 
Sunday and fired into the crowd. 

Fresno Deputy Police Chief 
Michael Reid told the Fresno 
Bee newspaper and the KSEE 
and KGPE TV stations that 10 
people were shot and that three 
were found dead in the backyard. 
A fourth person died at the hos¬ 
pital. Six others are expected to 
survive and were recovering at a 
hospital. 

The victims were men ranging 
in age from 25 to 35, Reid said. 

“What we do know is that this 


was a gathering, a family and 
friend gathering, in the back¬ 
yard,” Dooley said. “Everyone 
was watching football this eve¬ 
ning when unknown suspects 
approached the residence, snuck 
into the backyard and opened 
fire.” 

Fresno police spokesman Lt. 
Mark Hudson did not immediate¬ 
ly return messages Monday seek¬ 
ing additional comment. 

The victims were taken to 
Community Regional Medical 
Center in critical condition, and 
some are now in stable condition, 
the TV stations reported. 

About 35 people were at the 
party when the shooting began, 
Reid said. “Thank God that no 
kids were hurt,” he said. 

No one had been taken into cus¬ 
tody, and authorities said there 
was no immediate indication that 
the victims knew the shooter or 
shooters. Police were going door 


to door in search of surveillance 
video that might help them track 
down the suspects. 

Agents from the U.S. Bureau 
of Alcohol, Tobacco, Firearms 
and Explosives field office in San 
Francisco responded to the shoot¬ 
ing, the Bee reported. 

Other shootings have happened 
recently in the same neighbor¬ 
hood, leaving neighbors fright¬ 
ened, they said. 

Choua Vang told the Bee that 
his neighbor’s house was shot at 
last week and that he feels unsafe 
outside after dark. 

“We’re thinking about moving 
out of the neighborhood,” he said. 
“We don’t know how many more 
shootings there will be.” 

It was at least the second fatal 
gun attack Sunday in southeast¬ 
ern Fresno, the Bee reported. A 


man in his 20s was shot to death 
early Sunday at a home in anoth¬ 
er part of the city. Police have not 
said whether the incidents could 
be connected. 

Sunday’s Fresno shootings 
came after two other mass shoot¬ 
ings in California. 

Last Thursday, a 16-year-old 
student at a Southern California 
high school in the city of Santa 
Clarita outside Los Angeles shot 
and killed two classmates and 
wounded three other teens before 
shooting himself in the head. He 
died the next day. 

On Saturday, police in San 
Diego said a husband shot and 
killed his wife and three of their 
sons before killing himself. A 
fourth son wounded in the shoot¬ 
ing was on life support on Sunday, 
family members said.

DUNCAN, Okla. — Two men 
and a woman were fatally shot 
Monday outside a Walmart store 
in southwestern Oklahoma, the 
chief of police said. 

Two victims were shot inside a 
car and the third was in the park¬ 
ing lot outside the store in Dun¬ 
can, Police Chief Danny Ford 
said. 

Police are looking for witnesses 
to the shooting, Ford said. 

No staff members were involved 
in the shooting and the store was 
not evacuated, Walmart spokes¬ 
woman LeMia Jenkins said in an 
email. 

“This was an isolated incident 
in the parking lot and was not an 
active shooter situation,” Jenkins 
said. 

Police said in a Facebook post 
that a handgun was found at the 
scene. 

Duncan is about 80 miles south 
of Oklahoma City. 

Just last week, a Walmart in 
El Paso, Texas, reopened months 
after an Aug. 3 mass shooting 
there. 
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White House pushes drug cost legislation

WASHINGTON — The White 
House is ramping up its push to 
get a bill through Congress that 
curbs prescription drug costs, 
feeling a new urgency as the 
impeachment investigation ad¬ 
vances amid the 2020 election 
campaign. 

The effort has progressed be¬ 
yond anything seen in years, says 
President Donald Trump’s top 
domestic policy adviser. “This is 
a once-in-a-generation opportu¬ 
nity to confront these issues in a 
nonideological fashion,” adviser 
Joe Grogan said in a recent ses¬ 
sion with reporters. 

“Unfortunately,” Grogan ex¬ 
plained, “there are some current 
complications.” 

After months of dialogue, the 
White House and House Speaker 
Nancy Pelosi have parted ways on 
Medicare price negotiations that 
Pelosi advocates and Trump — 
unlike most Republicans — once 
supported in principle. 

Instead Trump is backing a 
compromise bipartisan bill in the 
Senate, which does not give Medi¬ 
care bargaining authority but 
forces drug-makers to pay rebates 
if they raise prices too high. 

Grogan said the administration 


is working to line up Republican 
support for the Senate bill while 
trying to sweeten its impact by 
plowing more of the government’s 
savings from reduced drug prices 
into benefits for seniors. 

“We’re really at a stage on a 
bipartisan basis of dialing in on 
the final specifics,” he said at a 
recent event sponsored by the Al¬ 
liance for Health Policy. 

The pressure is on Trump. 

A Gallup-West Health poll finds 
that 66 percent of adults don’t be¬ 
lieve the Trump administration 
has made any progress, or very 
much progress, in limiting the 
rising cost of prescription drugs. 

“If I were the president of the 
United States, facing a very diffi¬ 
cult reelection campaign, I would 
want to have something to show 
people in this area,” said politi¬ 
cal scientist Bill Galston, of the 
Brookings Institution. 

Democrats “will be very reluc¬ 
tant to give the administration a 
win,” he added. “If they are going 
to do that, they are going to need 
something pretty solid and sub¬ 
stantive to show their troops.” 

People in the policy debate say 
a deal must be sealed this year 
or by early next at the very latest 
before election season goes into 
overdrive. 


Medicare enrollees would be 
the biggest winners under either 
bill. 

The bipartisan Senate legisla¬ 
tion would cap what Medicare 
beneficiaries pay out of pocket for 
medicines and require drugmak- 
ers to pay rebates to Medicare if 
they increase prices above the 
inflation rate. Its lead authors are 
Sens. Chuck Grassley, R-Iowa, 
and Ron Wyden, D-Ore. 


Majority Leader Mitch McCo¬ 
nnell, R-Ky., has made no public 
commitment to bring it to the 
floor. 

The more ambitious House 
Democratic bill would build on 
the Senate’s foundation but also 
authorize Medicare to negotiate 
prices for the costliest drugs. That 
would limit high launch prices for 
new drugs, not just price increas¬ 
es. Medicare’s discounts would 


be provided to privately insured 
people as well. 

Pelosi is driving toward a floor 
vote, but right now neither bill has 
a clear path to Trump’s desk. 

Some Democrats contend they’d 
be better off taking Pelosi’s bill 
into the election campaign rather 
than giving Trump a bipartisan 
bill he’d claim credit for. 

But Colorado Sen. Michael 
Bennet, a 2020 Democratic 
presidential candidate, said 
his party should think care¬ 
fully before going to the voters 
empty-handed. 

“I think it’s critically important 
for the country for us to get a bill 
done. A drug-pricing bill is long 
overdue,” said Bennet. 

“It’s always better to get a re¬ 
sult,” he added. “And if we don’t 
get a result, we need to draw 
the lines very clearly, so people 
can see it’s the administration 
that prevented us from getting a 
result.” 

Bennet is backing the Senate 
compromise and also pursuing 
his own legislation allowing Medi¬ 
care to negotiate drug prices. 

Most pro-business Republi¬ 
cans see government-negotiated 
drug prices as unacceptable in¬ 
terference in the private market. 
Trump does not.

Climate said to imperil US Superfund sites

WASHINGTON — At least 60% of U.S. 
Superfund sites are in areas vulnerable to 
flooding or other worsening disasters of 
climate change, and the Trump adminis¬ 
tration’s reluctance to directly acknowl¬ 
edge global warming is deterring efforts to 
safeguard them, a congressional watchdog 
agency says. 

In a report released Monday, the Gov¬ 
ernment Accountability Office called on 
Environmental Protection Agency Admin¬ 
istrator Andrew Wheeler to state directly 
that dealing with the rising risks of seas, 
storms or wildfires breaching Superfund 
sites under climate change is part of the 
agency’s mission. 

The findings in the report, obtained by 
The Associated Press, emphasize the chal¬ 
lenges for government agencies under 
President Donald Trump, who frequently 
mocks scientists’ urgent warnings on glob¬ 
al heating. Wheeler’s highest-profile pub¬ 
lic remarks on the matter came in a March 
CBS interview, when he called global heat¬ 
ing “an important change” but not one of 
the agency’s most pressing problems. 

“Most of the threats from climate change 
are 50 to 75 years out,” Wheeler said then, 
rejecting conclusions by scientists that 
damage to climate from fossil fuel emis¬ 
sions already is making natural disasters 
fiercer and more frequent. 

Largely avoiding the words “climate 
change,” the agency in a formal response 
rejected the GAO finding that the agency 
was making a mistake by not spelling out 
that hardening Superfund sites against a 
worsening climate was part and parcel of 
the EPA’s mission. 

The EPA believes “the Superfund pro¬ 
gram’s existing processes and resources 
adequately ensure that risks and any ad¬ 


verse effects of severe weather events, that 
may increase in intensity, duration, or fre¬ 
quency, are woven into risk assessments,” 
assistant EPA administrator Peter Wright 
wrote the GAO in response. 

GAO investigators looked at 1,571 Su¬ 
perfund sites, contaminated locations that, 
according to the EPA website, exist nation¬ 
ally due to hazardous waste being dumped, 
left out in the open or otherwise improper¬ 
ly managed. That number does not include 
Superfund sites owned by the Defense De¬ 
partment and other federal agencies. 

At least 945 of them are in areas that sci¬ 
entists have identified as at greater risk of 
floods, storm surge from major hurricanes, 


wildfires or sea-level rise of 3 feet or more, 
the GAO says. 

Broken down, that includes 783 Super¬ 
fund sites at greater risk of flooding under 
climate change, 234 Superfund sites at 
high or very high risk from wildfires and 
187 sites vulnerable to storm surge from 
any Category 4 or 5 hurricane, the re¬ 
searchers said. 

Senate Democrats asked for the review 
of how ready EPA’s Superfund program is 
for climate change. 

Sen. Tom Carper, of Delaware, the senior 
Democrat on the Senate’s Environment and 
Public Works Committee, urged the agen¬ 
cy to follow the GAO’s recommendations. 


“By refusing to address the worsening 
impacts of climate change — from flood¬ 
ing to wildfires to more frequent extreme 
weather events—at our nation’s Superfund 
sites, this EPA is putting public health at 
risk,” Carper said. 

GAO investigators cited California’s 
150-year-old Iron Mountain mine, where 
Superfund operators daily prevent tons of 
toxic sludge from pouring into the Sacra¬ 
mento River system, source of one-fifth of 
the state’s water. 

Scientists say that the state’s increasing, 
and increasingly intense, wildfires are a 
sign of what the country will be seeing as 
the climate deteriorates. One major wild¬ 
fire last year overran the Iron Mountain 
Superfund site, nearly destroying its water- 
treatment system and risking a massive, 
poisonous explosion if flames reached the 
heart of the mine, the GAO said. Firefight¬ 
ers used special gear to stop the flames. 
Operators of the Superfund site have since 
swapped out PCB pipes carrying away the 
toxic waste for flame-resistant steel ones. 

East of Houston along the San Jacinto 
River, record rains under Hurricane Har¬ 
vey in 2017 again dissolved part of a tem¬ 
porary cap on a 40-acre Superfund site, 
exposing contaminated material. EPA 
testing there afterward found dioxin at 
more than 2,000 times the maximum rec¬ 
ommended level. 

The EPA’s current five-year strategic 
plan does not include goals or strategies 
for handling growing risks under climate 
change, the GAO report said. The most 
recent previous five-year plan, under 
President Barack Obama’s administra¬ 
tion, listed addressing climate change as 
one of four main strategic goals for the 
agency and specifically addressed climate 
change’s impact for Superfund sites, the 
investigators said. 


Studies: Mars 2020 rover could 
find more evidence of Martian life

On some sunny day next sum¬ 
mer, in front of a crowd at Ken¬ 
nedy Space Center, a rocket 
carrying NASA’s next, best hope 
at finding life on Mars will launch 
into the sky. 

Seven months later, the car- 
size Mars 2020 rover will touch 
down near Jezero Crater, a dried- 
up lake in Mars’ northern hemi¬ 
sphere. With its six wheels and 
suite of high-tech instruments, it 
will scour the surrounding rocks 
for evidence that alien microbes 
once lived on the Red Planet. 

Decades of surveying Mars with 
orbiting probes, landers and rov¬ 
ers has revealed the planet once 
harbored a thick atmosphere and 
water on its surface. Research¬ 
ers have even discovered traces 
of complex organic molecules 
— possible building blocks for liv¬ 
ing cells. 

Now, two new studies offer a 
tantalizing suggestion that Mars 
2020 could find even stronger evi¬ 
dence of Martian life — if it ever 
existed. 

The rocks around Jezero show 
evidence of carbonate and hy¬ 


drated silica — molecules that are 
known on Earth to help preserve 
microscopic fossils over billions 
of years. 

“It’s a big glaring road sign say¬ 
ing ‘look here, look here,”’ said 
Briony Horgan, a planetary sci¬ 
entist at Purdue University and 
the lead author of a study in the 
journal Icarus reporting the car¬ 
bonate detection. “Jezero Crater 
is an incredibly mineralogically 
diverse place, with lots of paths 
forward to search for biosigna¬ 
tures, which means we have a lot 
of chances to understand exactly 
what happened with the history of 
life here.” 

But what would Mars 2020 have 
to find for scientists to be certain 
there once were Martians? 

Both studies published last 
week relied on the Compact Re¬ 
connaissance Imaging Spec¬ 
trometer, or CRISM, an orbiting 
camera capable of scanning the 
Martian surface in infrared and 
visible light. From 250 miles high, 
CRISM produces colorful maps of 
minerals on the Red Planet. 

Carbonates, which form when 
carbon dioxide interacts with 
rock and water, have been found 
all over Jezero Crater. But CRISM 


showed a particularly high con¬ 
centration of the mineral along the 
crater’s inner rim, right where the 
shoreline of the lake would have 
been over 3 billion years ago. 

To Horgan, this suggests they 
could have been left behind by 
waves lapping at the rock. 

“What makes this so exciting 
is [carbonate] traps anything that 
it precipitates around,” Horgan 
said. “It mimics the structures of 
the microbes, so you get preserved 
textures... but it also traps the or¬ 
ganic material in there as well.” 

Jesse Tarnas, a planetary sci¬ 
entist at Brown University, also 
relied on CRISM maps for his 
research. His paper, published in 
the journal Geophysical Research 
Letters, describes hydrated silica 
near Jezero’s delta, where water 
from a long-gone river fed into the 
ancient crater lake. 

Hydrated silica, better known 
as opal, can form in volcanic 
eruptions and at the edges of hot 
springs. But when it is created 
from sediments settling on a sea¬ 
floor, it can form strong, sturdy 
crystals that are exceptionally ef¬ 
fective at preserving signs of life. 

Because the Martian hydrated 
silica is so close to a delta, it’s pos¬ 


sible that it contains material from 
the river system. And if Mars’ riv¬ 
ers ever harbored life, remains of 
ancient organisms might still be 
trapped within those crystals. 

The Curiosity rover, which has 
been cruising around Gale Cra¬ 
ter since 2012, can only measure 
molecules “in bulk,” Morgan said. 
Though it has found organic mol¬ 
ecules, it cannot pinpoint them 
to particular rock layers or as¬ 
sociate them with microscopic 
structures. 

“With 2020 we can go there and 
we can say we’re seeing a concen¬ 
tration of element or mineral as¬ 
sociated with this very particular 


fine scale texture,” said Jet Pro¬ 
pulsion Laboratory’s Katie Stack 
Morgan, deputy project scientist 
for the 2020 mission, who was 
not involved in Tarnas’ research. 
“Those very subtle textural dif¬ 
ferences are what people look for 
and have kind of sharpened their 
eyes to when making a case for 
biosignatures.” 

But even in scientists’ dream 
scenario — one in which there 
was life on Mars, and its remains 
were preserved, and the 2020 
rover is able to find the fossils 
— it’s unlikely that mission alone 
will prove whether Martians ever 
existed. 
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Dogs sought for 
canine aging study 

Scientists looking into longer lives for pets 
hope to also shed light on human longevity

SEATTLE — Can old dogs 
teach us new tricks? Scientists 
are looking for 10,000 pets for the 
largest study of aging in canines. 
They hope to shed light on human 
longevity too. 

The project will collect a pile 
of pooch data: vet records, DNA 
samples, gut microbes and infor¬ 
mation on food and walks. Five 
hundred dogs will test a pill that 
could slow the aging process. 

“What we learn will potentially 
be good for dogs and has great 
potential to translate to human 
health,” said project co-director 
Daniel Promislow, of the Uni¬ 
versity of Washington School of 
Medicine. 

If scientists find a genetic 
marker for a type of cancer in 
dogs, for instance, that could be 
explored in humans. 

For the study, the dogs will live 
at home and follow their usual 
routine. All ages and sizes, pure- 
breds and mutts are welcome. 

Owners will complete periodic 
online surveys and take their 
dogs to the vet once a year, with 
the possibility of extra visits for 
certain tests. Their welfare will 
be monitored by a bioethicist 
and a panel of animal welfare 
advisers. 


To nominate a pet, owners can 
visit the Dog Aging Project’s 
website. 

The five-year study was for¬ 
mally launched Thursday at a 
science meeting in Austin, Texas. 
The National Institute on Aging 
is paying for 
the $23 mil¬ 
lion project 
because dogs 
and humans 
share the 
same envi¬ 
ronment, 
get the same 
diseases and 
dogs’ shorter 
lifespans 
allow quick¬ 
er research 
results, said 
deputy direc¬ 
tor Dr. Marie 
Bernard. 

The data col¬ 
lected will be 
available to all scientists. 

Leslie Lambert of Parkville, 
Md., enrolled her 11-year-old res¬ 
cue dog, Oscar, in an early phase. 

“I would selfishly like to have 
him around forever,” said the 33- 
year-old veterinarian. “Unfortu¬ 
nately, he ages much, much faster 
than I do.” 

But she’s torn by the prospect 
of an anti-aging pill because so 


many abandoned dogs go with¬ 
out care. “Just because we can, 
should we?” she asked. 

Compared with farm dogs in 
the past, today’s pampered pups 
live longer and get more geriatric 
diseases, said veterinarian Kate 
Creevy, of Texas A&M Univer¬ 
sity, the project’s chief scientific 
officer. Yet no standard measures 
exist for frailty or prognosis in 
sick, aged dogs, Creevy said. The 
project will develop those tools. 

One dog year is roughly equal 
to seven human years, Creevy 
said, but that varies by breed. 


Large dogs have shorter life¬ 
spans than smaller dogs. A Great 
Dane’s lifespan is about half that 
of a toy poodle’s. 

That makes large dogs better 
test subjects for the pill. Dogs 
weighing at least 40 pounds will 
be eligible for an experiment with 
rapamycin, now taken by humans 
to prevent rejection of transplant¬ 
ed kidneys. The drug has extend¬ 
ed lifespan in mice. 

A small safety study in dogs 
found no dangerous side effects, 
said project co-director Matt 
Kaeberlein, of the University of 


Washington. 

Human devotion to dogs drives 
projects like this, the scientists 
said. 

“People love dogs,” said Prom¬ 
islow, who normally studies aging 
in fruit flies. “No one has ever 
come up to me and said, ‘Oh my 
goodness, I just love fruit flies.’” 

Promislow’s mixed breed, 14- 
year-old Frisbee will not par¬ 
ticipate to prevent a conflict of 
interest. 

“It’s too bad because she’s a ter¬ 
rific example of a really healthy 
ager,” he said.

Nonprofit looks to clear man executed in Marine’s killing

MEMPHIS, Tenn. — Sedley Alley was 
strapped to a gurney and put to death in 
Tennessee in 2006, convicted of killing a 
19-year-old Marine two decades earlier. 
Alley had confessed to the slaying of Lance 
Cpl. Suzanne Collins, but later said his con¬ 
fession was coerced. 

Now, a nonprofit legal group dedicated 
to clearing the wrongly convicted hopes 
DNA evidence may be used to exonerate 
the man 13 years after his execution. 

Since the early 1990s, 22 death row in¬ 
mates around the U.S. have been absolved 
of crimes through DNA evidence. If the 
Innocence Project succeeds with Alley, it 
will be the first time anyone has used such 


evidence to exonerate 
a person who has al¬ 
ready been executed. 

Collins was sta¬ 
tioned at the former 
Memphis Naval Air 
Station in Millington 
when she went jog¬ 
ging in a nearby park 
on the night of July 
11, 1985. Her body 
was discovered early 
the next day. She had 
been beaten, raped and mutilated. 

Shortly before Alley was led to the ex¬ 
ecution chamber and given a lethal injec¬ 
tion on June 28, 2006, Innocence Project 
co-founder Barry Scheck helped argue 


for DNA evidence testing. But at the time, 
the request was denied and Alley, who had 
spent two decades on Tennessee’s death 
row, was put to death at the age of 50. 

That might have been the end of the story 
if Scheck had not received a call earlier this 
year from investigators in St. Louis. He said 
they wanted to discuss a possible connec¬ 
tion between Collins and Thomas Bruce, 
who is jailed in Missouri and charged with 
sexually assaulting two women and kill¬ 
ing a third at a Catholic Supply store there 
about a year ago. Scheck said investigators 
had told him Bruce attended the same avi¬ 
onics course as Collins. 

Scheck reached out to Alley’s daughter, 
April Alley, who agreed to petition for DNA 


evidence testing on behalf of her father’s 
estate. 

Memphis prosecutors oppose the test¬ 
ing. Shelby County District Attorney Amy 
Weirich said in an email after the petition 
was filed that Sedley Alley’s case and con¬ 
viction were repeatedly scrutinized by the 
courts over 21 years, and his guilt was es¬ 
tablished with “absolute certainty.” 

At the hearing last month, Assistant 
District Attorney Steve Jones argued the 
state’s DNA analysis law allows only the 
person convicted of the crime to request 
testing. 

Alley was convicted based on “a combi¬ 
nation of factors that corroborated his con¬ 
fession,” Jones said.

Safety group finds 803 unbelted rear seat passengers died in 2018

DETROIT — More than 800 
rear-seat passengers who weren’t 
wearing seat belts were killed last 
year in U.S. traffic crashes, and a 
highway safety group says states 
aren’t making enough progress in 
getting people to buckle up. 


The Governors Highway Safe¬ 
ty Association says in a report 
released Monday that more than 
400 of the 803 people who died 
would have survived if they were 
belted. 

The association put out a report 
in 2015 drawing attention to rear 
seat belt use. But it says that since 


then, only two more states have 
enacted rear seat belt laws. 

The group, which represents 
state highway safety offices, says 
20 states still don’t have laws re¬ 
quiring rear belt use. Of the 30 
states with laws, it’s not a primary 
offense in 11 states, meaning that 
police can’t stop a car if rear seat 


passengers are unbelted. 

According to the association, 
the number of rear seat passen¬ 
gers killed in crashes dropped 
from 883 in 2013. But surveys 
have found that rear seat safety 
belt use dropped from 78% in 
2013 to 76% last year. 

The federal government is 


seeking public comment on a rule 
requiring automakers to warn 
drivers if rear passengers aren’t 
belted. The comment period ex¬ 
pires on Nov. 26. A law requir¬ 
ing the National Highway Traffic 
Safety Administration to enact 
the rule was passed by Congress 
in 2012. 
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Weary voters balk at new Dems in 2020 race

Steyer’s wealth

BLUFFTON, S.C. — Tom Steyer says it’s “not 
possible” to buy the Democratic presidential 
nomination. 

Yet the elderly crowd gathered in the back of 
the Southern Barrell Brewing Co. in this town 
near the South Carolina coast sure did appreciate 
the waitresses offering free iced tea and lemon¬ 
ade as they waited for the wealthy White House 
hopeful to take the stage. The fried tomatoes and 
mozzarella sticks were a hit too. 

“That’s nice of Tom to pick up the drinks,” said 
Terry Temple, 73, an independent who said she 
doesn’t hold Steyer’s wealth against him. “He 
worked hard for what he’s got.” 

Welcome to campaigning with the billionaire 
who goes by “Tom,” a hedge fund manager- 
turned-liberal activist who’s digging deep into his 
personal fortune in hopes of creating space in the 
crowded 2020 Democratic primary. He’s doing so 
as wealth itself is under attack as never before in 
presidential politics in an election in which sev¬ 
eral candidates — Steyer included — have ral¬ 
lied behind a wealth tax and openly questioned 
whether billionaires should exist at all. 

For now, they do. 

Beyond free food and drinks, Steyer has used 
his wealth to rapidly assemble a sprawling staff 
across several states that now exceeds 300. He 
has paid operatives on the ground in at least five 
Super Tuesday states. And he’s blanketing the 
airwaves with an advertising campaign that’s 
dwarfing his opponents’ best efforts. 

He entered the race months after most of his 
competitors, but Steyer has already spent $4 mil¬ 
lion more on internet ads than any other Demo¬ 
crat. In an Associated Press interview, Steyer 
said he’s prepared to spend more than the $100

million he initially pledged toward his presiden¬ 
tial ambitions if necessary. Separately, he’s said 
he’s still committed to giving at least an addi¬ 
tional $50 million this election cycle to outside 
groups he helped create, including one devoted to 
President Donald Trump’s impeachment. 

What would he say to people who think he’s 
trying to buy the presidency? 

“I don’t think that’s possible,” Steyer said, be¬ 
fore adding, “I’m never going to apologize for 
succeeding in business. That’s America, right?” 

Still, four months after entering the race, he’s 
struggling to break out. And in a matter of days, 
he may lose his greatest advantage — money — 
should former New York Mayor Michael Bloom¬ 
berg formally join the race. 

Still, Steyer’s eyes lit up as he contemplated 
Bloomberg’s likely entrance. 

“You know what that says to me? Exactly what 
I’ve been saying all along. This race is completely 
up in the air — seriously,” he said. 

Steyer’s optimism comes amid rising pessi¬ 
mism from Democratic establishment leaders 
about the strength of former Vice President Joe 
Biden’s 2020 campaign. Steyer, while more liberal 
than Biden on some measures, is largely compet¬ 
ing in the same moderate lane of the Democratic 
primary because of his business background. 
And he’s betting a significant portion of his for¬ 
tune that he will be the prime beneficiary should 
Biden fall. 

“I fully admit that we have to build more sup¬ 
port between now and Feb. 3 (the date of Iowa’s 
kickoff voting contest), but I think that we’re in a 
great place to do that based on our infrastructure 
and the fact that we obviously have the resources 
to sustain a campaign through the early states 
and beyond,” said Steyer campaign manager 
Heather Hargreaves, a veteran of former Presi¬ 
dent Barack Obama’s campaign.

CONCORD, N.H. — The num¬ 
ber of Democrats running for 
president is growing as the first 
votes of the primary approach. 
And voters have a clear message: 
Stop. 

Former Massachusetts Gov. 
Deval Patrick roiled the race last 
week by launching a surprise bid. 
New York billionaire Michael 
Bloomberg is likely to do the 
same in the coming days. 

The late entries, less than 80 
days before Iowa’s kickoff cau¬ 
cuses, have exposed a fresh gulf 
in a party already plagued by di¬ 
visions. On one side are anxious 
establishment leaders and donors, 
who are increasingly concerned 
about the direction of the race 
and welcome new candidates. On 
the other are many rank-and-file 
voters and local officials across 
early voting Iowa, New Hamp¬ 
shire and South Carolina who are 
drowning in candidates and say 
they’re more than satisfied with 
their current options. 

“They need to sit down. We’ve 
got enough Democrats running,” 
said Debra Tyus, 63, a Democrat 
from Walterboro, S.C. 

In New Hampshire, undecided 
Democrat Thea Lahti, 75, said it’s 
“awfully late” in the process and 
fears that adding more candidates 
is “further splintering the field.” 

In Iowa, state Rep. Jennifer 
Konfrst said she hasn’t spoken 
to a single Democrat who felt the 
current field wasn’t good enough. 

“The more common refrain 
revolves around having too many 
great candidates already,” said 
Konfrst, a first-term lawmaker 
who’s backing Sen. Cory Booker, 
of New Jersey. 

BeforePatrick’sannouncement, 
at least 16 high-profile Democrats 
were running for president. The 
field spans multiple generations, 
racial backgrounds, political ide¬ 
ologies and levels of experience. 

Despite the extraordinary op¬ 
tions, establishment-minded 
Democrats have become increas¬ 
ingly concerned about the direc¬ 
tion of the race, seizing on what 
they see as former Vice President 
Joe Biden’s lackluster candidacy 
and fears that progressives Eliza¬ 
beth Warren and Bemie Sanders 
are too liberal. Underlying their 
concerns is an almost desperate 
urgency shared by much of the 
Democratic Party to find a sure¬ 
fire nominee to deny President 
Donald Trump a second term. 

Former President Barack 
Obama sought to calm establish¬ 
ment anxiety at a weekend donor 
conference when he reminded 
attendees of his own turbulent 
primary battle against Hill¬ 
ary Clinton in 2008. Yet he also 
seemed to reinforce concerns 
about the more liberal candidates 
in the race, warning that “the av¬ 
erage American doesn’t think we 
have to completely tear down the 
system and remake it.” 

Obama and Patrick have long 
been friends. They spoke pri¬ 
vately in the days before the 
former Massachusetts governor 


launched, just as Obama did with 
several other candidates earlier. 

A Bloomberg announcement 
is expected this week as well. 


Should he run, the former New 
York mayor is planning to bypass 
the early states altogether and 
focus instead on the group of so- 


called Super Tuesday states hold¬ 
ing primary contests on the first 
Tuesday in March.

raise the resources to launch a ro¬ 
bust multistate effort in the short 
term, Bloomberg has a net worth 
of more than $50 billion, and he’s 
expressed a willingness to spend 
whatever’s necessary to win. 

Bloomberg senior adviser 
Howard Wolfson said he’s aware 
that many voters and early state 
officials are pushing back against 
new candidates. 

“I hear it, I respect it, but we do 
not believe that the current field 
is particularly well-positioned to 
take on Donald Trump in Novem¬ 
ber, and we do believe that Mike 
would be the best candidate to do 
that,” Wolfson said. 

“There will be a burden on us 
to convince people of that. And 
that is not a burden that we will 
likely be successful in overcom¬ 
ing on Day 1, but certainly it’s one 
in which we hope to be success¬ 
ful in overcoming as the possible 
campaign commences.” 

As Wolfson notes, persuading 
voters to welcome new faces to a 
race already bursting with high- 
profile Democrats will not be 
easy. In July, the Pew Research 
Center found that roughly two- 
thirds of Democratic and Demo¬ 
cratic-leaning registered voters 
had an excellent or good impres¬ 
sion of the Democratic presiden¬ 
tial candidates as a group. That’s 
dramatically higher than ahead 
of the 2016 presidential prima¬ 
ry between Clinton and Bernie 
Sanders, when only about half of 
Democrats had a positive impres¬ 
sion of the field. 

Voters’ level of satisfaction ac¬ 
tually increased earlier in the 
month, according to a Monmouth 
University poll, which found that 
74% of Democrats and Democrat¬ 
ic-leaning voters were satisfied 
with the field; just 16% said they 
would like someone else to run. 

Still, establishment-minded do¬ 
nors have become increasingly 
worried about their party’s top- 
tier candidates. 

Robert Zimmerman, a New 
York-based donor and member 
of the Democratic National Com¬ 
mittee, said that cocktail parties 
have essentially turned into ther¬ 
apy sessions for nervous Demo¬ 
crats in recent weeks. He noted, 
however, that most voters on the 
ground where it matters most are 
pleased with the current field. 

“We need more Democrats in 
the field like Tom Brady needs 
more Super Bowl rings,” said 
Zimmerman, a New York Jets 
fan. 
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Flood-hit Venice's dwindling 
population faces rising woes

VENICE, Italy — One of only 
four oar makers for Venice’s 
famed gondoliers, Paolo Bran¬ 
dolisio, waded through his 
ground-floor workshop for the 
third time in a week of record- 
breaking floods, despairing of 
any help from national or local 
institutions. 

“If these phenomena continue 
to repeat themselves, you have to 
think about how to defend your¬ 
self,” he said. “Because the de¬ 
fenses that the politicians have 
made don’t seem to be nearly 
enough.” 

Venetians are fed up with what 
they see as inadequate responses 
to the city’s mounting problems: 
record-breaking flooding, envi¬ 
ronmental and safety threats from 
cruise ship traffic and the burden 
on services from overtourism. 

They feel largely left to their 


own devices, with ever-fewer Ve¬ 
netians living in the historic part 
of the city to defend its interests 
and keep it from becoming main¬ 
ly a tourist domain. 

The historic flooding this past 
week — marked by three floods 
over nearly 5 feet and the highest 
in 53 years at 6 feet, 1 inch — has 
sharpened calls to create an ad¬ 
ministration that recognizes the 
uniqueness of Venice, for both its 
concentration of treasures and its 
increasing vulnerability. 

Flood damage has been esti¬ 
mated at hundreds of millions of 
euros, but the true scope will only 
become clear with time. Architec¬ 
tural masterpieces like St. Mark’s 
Cathedral still need to be fully 
inspected and damaged manu¬ 
scripts from the Music Conser¬ 
vatory library treated by experts 
— not to mention the personal 
losses suffered by thousands of 
residents and businesses. 


“I feel ashamed,” said Fabio 
Moretti, the president of Venice’s 
historic Academy of Fine Arts 
that was once presided over by 
Tiepolo and Canova. “These plac¬ 
es are left in our custody. They 
don’t belong to us. They belong 
to humanity. It is a heritage that 
needs to be preserved.” 

The frustration goes far be¬ 
yond the failure to complete and 
activate 78 underwater barriers 
that were designed to prevent just 
the kind of damage that Venice 
has endured lately. With the sys¬ 
tem not yet completed or even 
partially tested after 16 years of 
work and 5 billion euros, or $5.5 
billion, invested, many are skepti¬ 
cal it will even work. 

“This is a climate emergency. 
This is sick governance of the 
city,” said Jane Da Mosto, an envi¬ 
ronmental scientist and executive 
director of the nongovernmental 
organization “We Are Here Ven¬ 


ice,” whose aim it is to keep Ven¬ 
ice a living city as opposed to a 
museum or theme park. 

Brandolisio, the oar builder, 
sees systemic lapses in the of¬ 
ficial response, including the 
failure of local authorities to or¬ 
ganize services immediately for 
those in need, an absence filled 
by volunteers. That included both 
a network of students who helped 
clear out waterlogged property 
for those in need and profession¬ 
als like water-taxi drivers who 


offered transport during the 
emergency. 

For now, he is taking matters 
into his own hands. To protect his 
bottega where he not only makes 
oars but carves ornamental oar 
posts for gondolas or as sculp¬ 
ture, Brandolisio said he will 
have to consider raising the floor 
by about 8 inches and buying a 
pump — precautions he never 
previously deemed necessary. 

“I think I will lose at least two 
or three weeks of work,” he said.

Protesters: Unrest likely to put 
scheduled local elections at risk

Some protesters descended by ropes 
from a footbridge to a road below, where 
they were met by motorbike riders helping 
them flee as police fired tear gas at them. It 
was unclear whether they got away safely. 

Senior government officials said they 
were trying to deescalate the situation and 
urged the protesters to peacefully leave the 
campus and cooperate with police — ad¬ 
vice that seemed certain to lead to arrests 
and, therefore, strengthened the protest¬ 
ers’ resolve to resist. 

Local council elections scheduled for 
Sunday are now at risk of being delayed be¬ 
cause of the unrest, said Patrick Nip, Hong 
Kong’s secretary for constitutional affairs. 

“The situation in the past weekend has 
obviously reduced the chance of holding 
the election as scheduled. And I am very 
anxious about this,” Nip said, adding that 
the government “won’t take this step un¬ 
less absolutely necessary.” 

Riot officers broke in one entrance be¬ 
fore dawn as fires raged inside and outside 
the school, but they didn’t appear to get 
very far. Fiery explosions could be seen as 


protesters responded with gasoline bombs. 
Police, who have warned that everyone in 
the area could be charged with rioting, re¬ 
portedly made a handful of arrests. 

The give-and-take has played out repeat¬ 
edly during the city’s months of anti-gov¬ 
ernment unrest. The protesters want to 
avoid arrest. The police want to pick up as 
many as they can. 

“These rioters, they are also criminals. 
They have to face the consequences of 
their acts,” said Cheuk Hau-yip, the com¬ 
mander of Kowloon West district, where 
Polytechnic is located. “Other than coming 
out to surrender, I don’t see, at the moment, 
there’s any viable option for them.” 

Cheuk said police have the ability and 
resolve to end the standoff peacefully, so 
protesters should not “try their luck.” 

Protesters won on a legal front on Mon¬ 
day when the high court struck down a 
mask ban imposed by the government last 
month. The court said it did not consider 
anti-mask laws unconstitutional in gen¬ 
eral, but in this case, the law infringed on 
fundamental rights further than was rea¬ 
sonably necessary. 


Yemeni government back in Aden 
for first time since last summer

ADEN, Yemen — Yemen’s international¬ 
ly recognized government returned to the 
war-torn country on Monday for the first 
time since it was forced out by southern 
separatists during clashes last summer. 

Prime Minister Maeen Abdulmalik 
Saeed landed in the southern port city of 
Aden, fulfilling a key point in the power¬ 
sharing deal brokered by Saudi Arabia 
that ended months of infighting with sepa¬ 
ratists in Yemen’s south. 

“The government’s priorities in the next 
stage are to normalize the situation in Aden 
first and then consolidate state institutions 
on the ground ... as a guarantor of stabil¬ 
ity,” Saeed told The Associated Press when 
he disembarked onto the tarmac. 

He described the government’s return as 
“foundational for the improvement of civic 


services,” but added that “security chal¬ 
lenges cannot be overlooked, especially at 
this stage.” 

Saeed, accompanied by five key minis¬ 
ters from President Abed Rabbo Mansour 
Hadi’s government, was received by local 
officials and Saudi forces at the air base. 

“Today, we are uniting our efforts to de¬ 
feat the Iranian project in Yemen and re¬ 
store the state,” the government said in a 
statement. 

In August, the separatists, backed by the 
United Arab Emirates, overran Aden and 
drove out forces loyal to Hadi, who has 
been based in Saudi Arabia since 2015. 

The outbreak of violence between nomi¬ 
nal partners in the Saudi-led coalition’s 
war against Iran-allied Houthi rebels 
added a new twist to the country’s complex 
civil war that had further dimmed hopes of 
an international solution to the conflict. 


UAE airline testing fuel-efficient plane

DUBAI, United Arab Emirates — Abu 
Dhabi’s flagship carrier, Etihad Airways, 
said Monday it is launching one of the 
world’s most fuel-efficient long-haul air¬ 
planes, part of a growing industry effort 
to reduce the environmental and financial 
costs of flying. 

Etihad’s “Greenliner” is a Boeing 787 
Dreamliner that will depart on its first 
route from Abu Dhabi to Brussels in Janu¬ 
ary 2020. Etihad CEO Tony Douglas de¬ 
scribed the aircraft as a flying laboratory 
for testing that could benefit the entire 
industry. 

With fuel costs eating up about a quarter 
of airline spending, Douglas said the goal 
of the Greenliner is to be 20% more fuel-ef¬ 
ficient than other aircraft in Etihad’s fleet. 

“This is not just a box-ticking exercise,” 


he told reporters at the unveiling of the 
initiative at the Dubai Airshow alongside 
executives from Boeing. 

The companies did not detail the technol¬ 
ogies that would reduce fuel consumption, 
but in the past such efforts have focused on 
using new types of fuel, such as biofuel, or 
testing lighter materials. 

This year, Etihad flew the world’s first 
passenger flight using sustainable biofuel 
made from a plant that grows in saltwater. 
It also became the first in the Middle East 
to operate a flight without any single-use 
plastics on board to raise awareness of the 
effects of plastic pollution. 

Douglas said the aircraft “not only 
makes sense economically from a profit 
and loss account point of view but because 
it also directly impacts the C02 because of 
the fuel burn.” 
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Pope's Asia trip to feature 
pastoral, personal agendas

VATICAN CITY — Pope Fran¬ 
cis has agendas both pastoral 
and personal for his trip to Asia, 
where he’ll appeal for global nu¬ 
clear disarmament at the sites of 
the atomic bomb and minister to 
two tiny Catholic communities 
that have suffered gruesome pe¬ 
riods of persecution. 

Emphasizing the dignity of life 
is also on Francis’ to-do list for 
his trip to Thailand and Japan 
that begins Wednesday, given the 
scourge of human trafficking in 
Thailand and Japan’s use of capi¬ 
tal punishment and its high sui¬ 
cide rate. 

As a young Jesuit, Francis 
dreamed of being a missionary in 
Japan, inspired by the courage of 
Japan’s Hidden Christians, who 
braved two centuries of persecu¬ 
tion to keep their faith alive. 

“In some way, this is the ful¬ 
filment of his dream,” said the 


Rev. Bernardo Cervellera, editor 
of AsiaNews, a Vatican-affiliated 
news service. 

In Thailand, Francis will also 
be reunited with his second 
cousin, Sister Ana Rose Sivori, 
an Argentine nun who has lived 
in Thailand since 1966 and will 
serve as Francis’ official transla¬ 
tor there. 

One of the highlights of the trip 
will be Francis’ prayer at the me¬ 
morial of the 26 Nagasaki Mar¬ 
tyrs, who were crucified in 1597 
at the start of a two-century wave 
of anti-Christian persecution by 
Japanese rulers. 

Francis’ own Jesuit order had 
introduced Christianity to Japan 
with the arrival of St. Fran¬ 
cis Xavier on the archipelago 
in 1549. After converting more 
than a quarter-million Japanese, 
missionaries were banned at the 
start of the 17th century. Japa¬ 
nese Christians were forced to re¬ 
nounce their faith, suffer tortuous 
deaths or go underground. 

Francis will greet some de¬ 


scendants of these Hidden Chris¬ 
tians, whose story was recounted 
in the 2016 Martin Scorsese film 
“Silence.” 

Francis will also honor Thai¬ 
land’s World War II-era martyrs, 
who were victims of anti-Chris¬ 
tian persecution by Thais who 
viewed Christianity as foreign 
and associated with French colo¬ 
nial powers. Francis will pray at 
the sanctuary for Thailand’s first 
martyred priest, Nicolas Bun- 
kerd Kitbamrung, who was beati¬ 
fied in 2000. 

Meanwhile, Francis has gone 
further than any other pope by 
saying that not only the use but 
the mere possession of nuclear 
weapons is “to be firmly con¬ 
demned.” Japanese bishops are 
hoping he goes even further and 
calls for a ban on nuclear power. 

Francis will likely repeat his 
appeal for a total ban on the bomb 
when he visits Nagasaki and Hi¬ 
roshima and meets with survi¬ 
vors of the 1945 bombings there 
as well as victims of the March

11, 2011, Fukushima nuclear 
plant disaster in northern Japan. 

An offshore magnitude 9 earth¬ 
quake triggered a tsunami that 
knocked out power for the cool¬ 
ing systems at the Fukushima 
nuclear plant, displacing more 
than 100,000 people and coating 
the area with radioactive waste. 
In response, Japanese bishops 
in 2016 called for the abolition 
of nuclear power to protect “our 
common home.” 


Samoa shuts schools, declares measles emergency

WELLINGTON, New Zea¬ 
land — Samoa has closed all its 
schools, banned children from 
public gatherings and mandated 
that everybody get vaccinated 
after declaring an emergency due 
to a measles outbreak that has so 
far killed six people. 

For the past three weeks, the 
Pacific island nation of 200,000 
people has been in the grip of a 
measles epidemic that has been 
exacerbated by low immuniza¬ 
tion rates. 

Schools were closed on Monday 
after the government declared 
an emergency Saturday. The Na¬ 
tional University of Samoa told 
students to stay home and said 
exams scheduled for this week 
had been indefinitely postponed. 

Health authorities said most of

those who died were under the 
age of 2. They counted 716 mea¬ 
sles cases reported, with nearly 
100 people still hospitalized, in¬ 
cluding 15 in intensive care. 


Samoan Director General of 
Health Leausa Take Naseri said 
in a news conference last week 
that he expects the epidemic will 
get worse. He said that only about 
two-thirds of Samoans had been 
vaccinated, leaving the others 
vulnerable to the virus. 

Figures from the World Health 
Organization and UNICEF indi¬ 
cate that measles immunization 
rates among Samoan infants have 
fallen steeply, from over 70% in 
2013 to under 30% last year. 

Helen Petousis-Harris, a vac¬ 
cine expert at New Zealand’s 
University of Auckland, said the 
Samoan government halted its 
immunization program for sever¬ 
al months last year after two in¬ 
fants died from a medical mishap 
involving a vaccine. 

New Zealand Prime Minister 
Jacinda Ardern said Monday 
it was sending 3,000 vaccines 


to Samoa as well as nurses and 
medical supplies. 

Ardern said Samoan authori¬ 
ties believe the outbreak was 
started by a traveler from New 
Zealand. 

“We, of course, have an open 
flow of people,” Ardern said. “But 
we see our responsibility as sup¬ 
porting Samoa as they deal with 
the outbreak, and we are doing 
that actively.” 

Petousis-Harris said it was 
disappointing that people in New 
Zealand who were carrying the 
virus had traveled to Samoa. She 
said New Zealand has for years 
known it has immunity gaps. 

“But we didn’t deal with the 
problem,” she said. 

Tonga, Fiji and New Zealand 
have also reported outbreaks of 
measles but on a smaller scale 
than in Samoa. 


China sees 3rd case of bubonic plague after man eats rabbit

BEIJING — China said a man 
has been diagnosed with bubonic 
plague after killing and eating a 
wild rabbit, adding to two plague 
cases already discovered in the 
capital, Beijing. 

A statement from the health au¬ 
thority in the Inner Mongolia Au¬ 
tonomous Region north of Beijing 
said that as of Saturday, the man, 
55, was being treated at a hospital 
in the city of Huade.

The statement said 28 peo¬ 
ple who had close contact with the 
man were quarantined but none 
has run a fever or shown other 
plague symptoms. 

On Nov. 12, two patients, also 
from Xilingol League, were di¬ 
agnosed with pneumonic plague 
in Beijing. No epidemiological as¬ 
sociation has been found between 
the two cases. 

Plague can be fatal in up to 90% 
of people infected if not treated, 
primarily with several types of 
antibiotics. Pneumonic plague 


can develop from bubonic plague 
and results in a severe lung infec¬ 
tion causing shortness of breath, 
headache and coughing. 

China has largely eradicated 
plague, but occasional cases are 
still reported, especially among 
hunters who come into contact 
with fleas that carry the bacte¬ 
rium. The last major known out¬ 
break was in 2009, when several 
people died in the town of Ziketan 
in Qinghai province on the Tibet¬ 
an Plateau. 

China has vastly improved its 
detection and management of in¬ 


fectious diseases since the 2003 
outbreak of severe acute respi¬ 
ratory syndrome, or SARS, that 
led to 774 deaths, mostly in China 
and Hong Kong. Beijing was ac¬ 
cused of initially covering up the 
outbreak and dragging its feet 
in cooperating with the World 
Health Organization, allowing 
the disease to spread outside the 
country. 

This year, African swine fever 
has devastated pig herds in China 
and elsewhere in Asia, caus¬ 
ing shortages and higher pork 
prices.

KUWAIT CITY — Kuwait’s 
ruler has fired two warring Cabi¬ 
net ministers at the center of 
embezzlement allegations and di¬ 
rected the prime minister to form 
a new government. 

Sheikh Sabah A1 Ahmad A1 
Sabah issued the decree Monday, 
just days after Kuwait’s Cabinet 
resigned amid another inquiry. 

A1 Sabah fired both Defense 
Minister Nasser A1 Sabah and In¬ 
terior Minister Khaled A1 Sabah, 
who had issued statements against 
each other. The defense minister 
says he discovered $790 million 
in embezzlement funds in the of¬ 
fice while the interior minister 
served as his predecessor. 

The defense minister is seek¬ 
ing his predecessor’s prosecution, 
along with that of five other top 
defense ministry officials, over 
the alleged embezzlement. 

Russia hands back 3 
seized ships to Ukraine 

MOSCOW — Russia’s Foreign 
Ministry said three Ukrainian 
naval ships that were seized in a 
shooting confrontation nearly a 
year ago have been returned. 

The two gunboats and a tug 
were taken by the Russian coast 
guard on Nov. 25, 2018, as they 
passed through the Kerch Strait 
that connects the Black Sea with 
the Azov Sea en route to their 
homeport in Mariupol. 

The Kerch Strait runs between 
mainland Russia and Russia-an¬ 
nexed Crimea. Russia claimed 
the ships violated procedures for 
transiting the strait. 

Sri Lanka swears in new 
president, seeks unity 

COLOMBO, Sri Lanka — For¬ 
mer defense secretary Gotabaya 
Rajapaksa was sworn in as Sri 
Lanka’s president on Monday and 
appealed to minority Tamils and 
Muslims who voted against him 
to give their support. 

Rajapaksa, who is credited 
with helping end the country’s 
long civil war, comfortably won 
Saturday’s presidential election. 
But minorities feared his election 
because of allegations of human 
rights violations against him dat¬ 
ing from the war. 

Chief Justice Jayantha Jaya- 
suriya administered the oath of 
office to Rajapaksa at the ancient 
Ruwanweli Seya Buddhist temple 
in north-central Sri Lanka. 

6 arrested in death 
of American on island 

Police in the Dominican Re¬ 
public have arrested six men and 
are looking for an additional sus¬ 
pect in the death of an American 
teacher who was found dead in 
her apartment on Nov. 12. 

The event brought the resort 
gem back into the spotlight after a 
slew of unexplained tourist deaths 
this year caught international at¬ 
tention, shaking up the country’s 
tourism industry.

Ford Mustang SUV starts blitz of electric vehicles

DEARBORN, Mich. — Ford is 
unveiling its first all-electric SUV, 
marking the start of an avalanche 
of battery-powered vehicles com¬ 
ing from mainstream and luxury 
automakers during the next two 
years that industry analysts say 
will boost electric vehicle sales. 

The “Mustang Mach E,” which 
will go at least 230 miles per 
charge, depending on how it’s 
equipped, was unveiled Sunday 
night ahead of the Los Angeles 
Auto Show press days. 

There are 18 now for sale in the 
U.S., and IHS Markit expects that 
to grow to 80 in 2022, including 
pickup trucks and SUVs that are 
in the heart of the American mar¬ 
ket. Last year, pure electric ve¬ 
hicles made up only 1.5% of new 
vehicle sales worldwide, and the 
consulting firm LMC Automotive 
predicts that will rise to 2.2% this 
year. In the U.S., electric vehicles 
were only 1.2% of sales in 2018, 
and it’s expected to be about the 
same this year. 

But automakers see opportu¬ 
nity for growth, and with electric 
vehicles getting 250 miles or more 
on a single charge, worries about 
running out of juice on a daily 
commute are gone. Because of 
the added models and increased 
range, LMC predicts that they

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Actor/co-creator Paul Reiser says ‘Mad About You’ revival 
trying to capture a timeless vibe, not a return to 1999

t’s a mad, mad, mad, mad world. 

When “Mad About You” took its final bow 
in 1999, stars Paul Reiser and Helen Hunt 
had no intention of reprising their roles as 
spouses Paul and Jamie Buchman. 

After 20 years though, the pair will reunite in 
their beloved roles on Nov. 20 when a revival of 
the same name premieres on Spectrum’s On De¬ 
mand platform. 

“We don’t think of this as a nostalgia thing,” 
Reiser, who co-created the original sitcom, told 
the Daily News. 

And though the original series, which ran from 
1992 to 1999, was part of NBC’s acclaimed com¬ 
edy lineup of the time (including “Seinfeld” and 
“Friends” — both of which participated in “Mad” 
crossovers), Reiser, 62, is adamant they’re “not 
trying to bring it back to 1999. We’re not trying to 
go back to anything. 

“The hope is that it’s sort of timeless and that 
it’s not confined to any period or anything topi¬ 
cal,” he said. 

The ’90s iteration saw the couple adjusting to 
married life in the months following their wed¬ 
ding. Now, viewers will see them adjusting to a 
semi-empty nest, Hunt says, while their 18-year- 
old daughter Mabel (Abby Quinn) is living at 
New York University... five blocks away. 

“The idea (for the original) was the hoopla from 
the wedding died down ... now what? And the se¬ 
ries was sort of an answer to that,” Hunt, 56, told 
The News alongside her costar. “This season is 
all about the hoopla around getting your kid off 
to school, and then you look at each other and say, 
‘Now what?”’ 

When the original concluded, Mabel was just a 
toddler, and the finale offered out-of-order flash¬ 
backs with the adult Mabel, played by Janeane 
Garafalo, narrating the trio’s life over the com¬ 
ing decades — including a temporary separation 
for Paul and Jamie. 


“We aren’t pretending any of it didn’t happen,” 
Hunt said. 

“In this particular moment where we’re jump¬ 
ing in, it’s when we are absolutely together,” 
Reiser confirmed, though he noted, “What we 
alluded to in the finale, that over the course of 
their happy together forever, happily ever after, 
there were moments where it wasn’t going great 
... those still happen.” 

But fear not. 

“I always believed that those separations were 
not long,” Reiser added. “I don’t think Paul or 
Jamie ever thought they were really going to 
break up. ... They always come back to knowing 
that they should be together.” 

Their daughter, Reiser says, “is the best and 
worst of her parents.” 

“We never made ... Paul and Jamie ‘The Odd 
Couple,”’ he explained. “They each have a little 
bit of everything at any given moment. And that’s 
the same here.” 

And while Reiser says he and Hunt have re¬ 
mained close the past two decades and totally at 
ease getting back in the groove, Paul and Jamie 
have more navigating to do, “because they’re not 
the same people.” 

The show deals with issues, Hunt says, “like 
how untenable it is to love a kid so much and how 
really untenable it is to be expected to fall back 
in love with your partner when they haven’t been 
your number one priority.” 

Ultimately, Hunt says, the story tries to deter¬ 
mine “how do you learn how to be together when 
the people you used to be don’t exist anymore.” 

The show is billed as a 12-episode limited se¬ 
ries, but the duo isn’t ruling out a continuation. 

“We’ve been wrong about everything,” said 
Reiser, pointing to their previous reluctance 
about a revival. “I don’t think either of us would 
have done this if they said, ‘We need you for three 
years or seven years.’ ... It’s not impossible. We 
would never say it’s impossible again. But the 
idea was ... let’s just do a little visit and see how 
that goes.”

Trump to award national honors 
to celebrities, military musicians

Oscar-winning actor Jon 
Voight, singer and musician Ali¬ 
son Krauss and mystery writer

Trump is also honoring 
the musicians of the U.S. military, 
who frequently entertain at White 
House events. 

Trump will award the medals 
during a ceremony at the White 
House on Thursday. 

While the honors had been an 
annual affair during past admin¬ 
istrations, they have not been 
awarded since Trump’s inaugu¬ 
ration in January 2017. The most 
recent arts or humanities med¬ 
als were bestowed by President 
Barack Obama in September 
2016.

While she sounds OK, “I’m just 
in a lot of pain and it’s difficult 
to breathe during the show,” she 
says in a message to her fans. “I 
just really don’t know what’s hap¬ 
pening with my body right now 
and need to figure it out.” 

She adds: “I’m scared that I 
might have to cancel some things, 
so this is kind just a heads up of 
like I don’t know what’s happen¬ 
ing with my body, and I’m really 
disappointed and freaked out of 
why I can’t get better because 
it’s been over three weeks at this 
point.” 

Swift says she might 
not perform at AMAs 

Taylor Swift said Nov. 14 that 
she might not perform at the 
American Music Awards and 
might have to put other projects 
including a forthcoming Netflix 
documentary on hold because the 
men who own her old recordings 
won’t allow her to play her songs. 

“Right now my performance 
at the AMAs, the Netflix docu¬ 
mentary and any other recorded 
events I am planning to play until 
November 2020 are a question 
mark,” Swift said on Twitter and 
Instagram. 

Swift said she had planned to 
play a medley of her hits when 
she’s named Artist of the Decade 
at the American Music Awards 
on Nov. 24, but the men who own 
the music, Scooter Braun and 
Scott Borchetta, are calling the 
television performance an illegal 
re-recording. 

“I just want to be able to per¬ 
form MY OWN music. That’s it,” 
Swift said. “I’ve tried to work 
out this out privately through my 
team but have not been able to re¬ 
solve anything.” 

The Big Machine Label Group 
said in a statement Nov. 15 that 
“at no point did we say Taylor 
could not perform on the AMAs 
or block her Netflix special. In 
fact, we do not have the right to 
keep her from performing live 
anywhere.”

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Plenty of power in 1st diesel-fueled Wrangler

T here’s never been a diesel-powered 
Jeep Wrangler before, but after 20 
minutes behind the wheel of the 
new 2020 Wrangler EcoDiesel, it’s 
hard not to ask yourself, “What took ’em so 
long?” 

Developing 442 pound-feet of torque 
at just 1,400 rpm, the 3.0L diesel V6 is a 
natural for clambering over boulders and 
through soft sand — just what Wrangler 
owners love. Add surprisingly quiet opera¬ 
tion and an expected 30% improvement in 
fuel economy — it should approach, maybe 
achieve, 30 mpg on the highway — and it’s 
easy to foresee the EcoDiesel becoming 
the premier Wrangler powertrain. 

I spent a day driving Wrangler EcoDie- 
sels on highways, country roads and on 
rugged canyon trails in southern Utah. 

The diesel provided plenty of power and 
proved as adept at fast highway cruising as 
scaling rock. 

Farmers and other folks who tow heavy 
loads like diesel because the engines devel¬ 
op plenty of torque at low engine speeds. 
Torque is the twisting force that turns a 
vehicle’s wheels. 

Generating lots of it at 1,400 engine 
rpm, like FCA’s third-generation EcoDie¬ 
sel does, means you don’t have to rev the 
engine madly to pull a heavy load; smooth 


steady pressure on the accelerator does 
the trick. That trait is just as useful when 
you’re easing over a rockfall as it is when 
you’re hauling a horse trailer. 

Add the Wrangler’s rugged suspension, 
70:1 crawl ratio and off-road tires, and the 
EcoDiesel made easy work of grades up to 
30 degrees, loose rock and soft sand. 

The Wrangler has a 44-degree approach

angle. That’s the steepest incline the vehicle 
can take without scraping its front bumper. 
Its departure angle, the maximum incline 
it can drive off without scraping the rear, 
is 37 degrees. 

Official EPA fuel economy ratings are 
expected any day, but Jeep executives 
promise more than 500-mile highway 
range, enough for a day’s off-roading and 
a long ride home. I averaged a shockingly 
good 35.6 mpg in several hours of on-road 
driving. 

The diesel’s 18.3-gallon fuel tank is 
smaller than gas models because the Jeep 
has a 5.1-gallon tank of urea to treat its 
exhaust. Drivers should need to refill the 
urea only every 10,000 miles. 

One of the trade-offs for diesel’s power 
and fuel economy is generally noise and vi¬ 
bration. The engines are inherently louder 
and shakier than a comparable gasoline 
engine. 

Jeep engineers used hydraulic engine 
mounts to keep vibration from reaching 
the passenger compartment — even when 
the engine auto-stopped to save fuel at traf¬ 
fic lights. New carpet and sound-deaden¬ 
ing foams between engine and occupants 
locked out most noise, even driving in a 
soft-top Wrangler. 

The ride was smooth at up to 80 mph on 
paved roads. 

The diesel is available across the Wran¬ 
gler lineup. It’s not cheap, a $3,250 premi¬ 


um over the 3.6L V6 and $4,500 more than 
the base 2.0L turbocharged four-cylinder. 

Jeep will offer the diesel only with four- 
door Wranglers with four-wheel drive and 
an eight-speed automatic transmission. 
The four-door Wrangler, called the Wran¬ 
gler Unlimited when it debuted, accounts 
for 90% of Wrangler sales. 

The 2020 Jeep Wrangler EcoDiesel 
should be in dealerships any day. The 
least expensive diesel Wrangler will cost 
$32,290. 

While you can get a base Wrangler with 
the diesel, executives expect most will be 
high-end Sahara or Rubicon models. 

If you check every box on the option 
sheet, it’ll be possible to drop about $62,000 
on a Wrangler EcoDiesel. 

Jeep reworked its 3.0L V6 significantly 
compared with the version that just de¬ 
buted in the Ram 1500 pickup with chang¬ 
es that included sealing for water fording 
and sound insulation. 

The EcoDiesel weighs about 400 pounds 
more than a comparable Wrangler with a 
gasoline V6. About 375 pounds of that is 
because of the engine, which, among other 
differences, has an iron block that’s heavi¬ 
er than the gasoline engine’s block and is 
needed to deal with the higher stress on a 
diesel.

Putin just offstage in impeachment drama

WASHINGTON 
hen the impeachment inquiry 
opened in September, it cen¬ 
tered on a single question: Did 
President Donald Trump block 
U.S. military aid to muscle Ukraine into in¬ 
vestigating Joe Biden and others, and risk 
national security to boost his reelection 
campaign? 

The evidence is steadily mounting that 
he did. Now, the scandal is expanding. 

It has intersected with the federal pros¬ 
ecution of two Soviet-born associates of 
Trump’s buccaneering personal lawyer, 
Rudy Giuliani, for allegedly funneling 
Russian money into a U.S. political cam¬ 
paign. It has revealed further Russian in¬ 
fluence in our politics, the exploitation of 
Moscow-style disinformation to take down 
a respected U.S. ambassador and smear a 
potential Democratic rival to Trump. Most 
important, it has begun to feature a shad¬ 
owy figure who always seems to be just off¬ 
stage: Russian President Vladimir Putin. 

Russia was repeatedly invoked on Fri¬ 
day by Marie Yovanovitch, the former U.S. 
ambassador to Ukraine, as she recounted 
Giuliani’s successful campaign to get her 
ousted from Kyiv — apparently because 
her anti-corruption efforts there got in the 
way of his clients’ business. 

“How is it that foreign corrupt interests 
could manipulate our government?” she 
asked during a day of riveting testimony 
before the House Intelligence Commit¬ 
tee. “Which country’s interests are served 
when the very corrupt behavior we have 
been criticizing is allowed to prevail?” 

She answered her own question. 

“Such conduct undermines the U.S. ... 
and widens the playing field for autocrats 
like President Putin,” she said. 

This week, Putin will move onto center 


stage when the House committee ques¬ 
tions Fiona Hill, a former CIA analyst who 
worked inside the Trump White House for 
more than two years. Hill is a leading au¬ 
thority on Putin. She was hired by Trump’s 
first national security adviser, Michael 
Flynn, and kept on by Flynn’s successors, 
H.R. McMaster and John Bolton. All three 
quit or were pushed out. 

But Hill remained the White House’s 
top Putinologist until she resigned in July. 
She’s not a “never Trumper.” 

And what she has to say is chilling. 

“Corruption is our Achilles’ heel,” she 
told the House committee in her closed- 
door deposition last month. “Corruption 
is the way President Putin and other ne¬ 
farious actors, be they from China, Iran or 
North Korea, access our system.” 

Putin has been trying to compromise in¬ 
fluential Americans since the 1970s, when 
he began his KGB career as a case officer 
in Leningrad, she said. 

She did not charge that Putin had suc¬ 
ceeded in compromising Trump. But she 
said Trump’s history as a businessman 
who spent years trying to land a real estate 
project in Moscow put him in Putin’s sights 
long ago. 

“It’s what Putin did,” she said. “They 
went after American businessmen and set 
up sting operations.” 

We know that Russian intelligence esca¬ 
lated its operations on U.S. soil during the 
2016 election. But Hill says Putin not only 
targeted Trump, but “was targeting all of 
the other campaigns as well.” 

Her larger point is clear. We have failed 
to adequately protect our political system 
by using voting systems that are vulner¬ 
able to hacking, and by allowing foreign 
disinformation to corrupt our social media 
and political debates. 

“By not cleaning up our act, (we) have 
given them the doors which they can 
walk through and mess up our system,” 


she told the House committee. “The Rus¬ 
sians can’t exploit corruption if there’s not 
corruption.” 

This will be an unwelcome message for 
Trump, who says Ukraine interfered in the 
2016 election to help Hillary Clinton. No 
evidence of that hallucinatory claim has 
emerged. 

Instead, the U.S. intelligence communi¬ 
ty and a special counsel investigation con¬ 
cluded that Putin authorized the hacking 
of Democratic Party computers and con¬ 
ducted a massive disinformation operation 
on social media, all to help Trump. 

Trump has dismissed the overwhelming 
evidence of Russian meddling. Instead, he 
has embraced the bizarre narrative that 
someone in Ukraine is hiding a computer 
server containing all the evidence. 

That, says Hill, is “a conspiracy theory.” 

Even worse, it’s a conspiracy theory that 
serves the interests of Putin, who wants 
to drive a wedge between the U.S. and 
Ukraine, a U.S. ally that is fighting a Rus¬ 
sia-backed insurgency. 

Ever since his election, Trump has in¬ 
sisted he won the White House fair and 
square and charges of foreign meddling on 
his behalf were invented by his enemies. 

His actions toward Russia have been 
contradictory and baffling. Trump has 
been indulgent, even deferential toward 
Putin, while official U.S. policy considers 
Russia one of America’s main adversaries. 

No one has determined whether the 
president’s fawning relationship with 
Putin is driven by his desire to shake off 
the charge that he was put in office with 
the Kremlin’s help, or something more sin¬ 
ister. But if the question is who has benefit¬ 
ed from Trump’s actions, in Ukraine and 
elsewhere, the answer has been depress- 
ingly constant: Vladimir Putin.

Get ready for impeachment and a primary campaign

’ve noticed him ordering a heck 
of a lot more salads.” 

So says Faiz Shakir of Sen. 
Bernie Sanders, the Vermont 
independent whose recent heart attack has 
perplexed some voters in the Democratic 
primaries. As manager of the Sanders 
presidential campaign, Shakir wants to 
reassure those voters that the 78-year-old 
candidate is in it for the long haul, even if 
that means munching kale. In addition to 
taking long walks and wearing natty sweat¬ 
ers, the rumpled revolutionary is being ad¬ 
vised to comb his hair occasionally in the 
effort to project a robust glow. 

But now it appears the senator’s vigor 
won’t be tested as sternly as anticipated. 
Sanders is likely to spend much of the pri¬ 
mary crunch time in a comfortable chair 
along with five of his fellow candidates 
whose day jobs are in the U.S. Senate. Re¬ 
publicans control the Senate schedule, and 
they have figured out that a nice, long, po¬ 
larizing impeachment trial will drain time 
and attention away from the Democratic 
hopefuls while keeping President Donald 
Trump squarely in the spotlight. 

The seemingly inevitable trial — rules 
for which will also be set by the Republican 
majority — will be a new twist on presiden¬ 
tial campaign season. We’ve never done 
impeachment and reelection at the same 
time in modern political history. While this 
is unknown territory, I think it will alter 
the battlefield in some important ways. 

A trial that chews up most of January and 
February will do more for Sanders than a 
bushel of salad greens. His base is smaller 


than it was when the race began, but it’s 
all muscle. He has raised more money and 
draws bigger crowds than his competitors, 
which makes him a factor — though not a 
favorite — for as long as he remains viable. 
And, health permitting, Sanders is viable 
until Sen. Elizabeth Warren drives him 
from the race. One of those two will carry 
the banner of the Democratic left. 

Parking Warren in Washington as an im¬ 
peachment juror disarms her most potent 
weapon: her campaign chops. Folks who 
have only seen the Massachusetts sena¬ 
tor on television might be surprised at her 
warmth and charm on the stump — quali¬ 
ties multiplied by the discipline and com¬ 
petence of her field staff. Given enough 
days in the retail politics of Iowa and New 
Hampshire, Warren is a good bet to beat 
Sanders two out of two, which would be 
devastating to his claim on the left. 

The longer Warren is battling Sanders 
in a bidding war for the left, the more ex¬ 
treme her positions will likely become. Al¬ 
ready, she has tripled her proposed wealth 
tax on billionaires. Her swings to the left 
will create more running room for a cen¬ 
trist alternative. 

A long trial makes it less likely that for¬ 
mer Vice President Joe Biden will be that 
alternative. Republicans will surely use 
their power over the Senate rules to allow 
the president’s defenders to put Biden’s son 
Hunter front and center. They’ll take the 
picture painted by the opening witnesses 
in the House impeachment hearings — of 
a luridly corrupt Ukraine with the gas 
company Burisma snout-deep in the pub¬ 
lic treasury — and demand to know why 
Hunter Biden was on that board of direc¬ 
tors. That’s not what the Biden campaign 


wants to be talking about. 

The trial also hurts Amy Klobuchar, 
Cory Booker and Michael Bennet, senators 
from Minnesota, New Jersey and Colorado, 
respectively. These aspiring alternatives 
to Biden need time on the trail and atten¬ 
tion from the media if they are to make a 
breakthrough. Instead, they’ll be sitting 
glumly at their desks as the days tick by. 

Is anyone helped? With his message of 
healing, Pete Buttigieg, the 37-year-old 
mayor of South Bend, Ind., will perhaps 
get a boost from a highly partisan and un¬ 
productive spectacle in Washington. Or 
maybe the entrepreneur Andrew Yang. 
Viewed that way, it begins to make sense 
that former Massachusetts Gov. Deval Pat¬ 
rick has decided to hop into the race. 

So far, the cycle has not been kind to gov¬ 
ernors and former governors. But Patrick 
has a couple of advantages, and the trial 
might give him room to deploy them. 

First, there’s New Hampshire. The 
Granite State is full of people who get their 
paychecks and their local news from south 
of the border, in Massachusetts. As a two- 
term governor, Patrick is already well- 
known and relatively popular. And second: 
A strong showing in New Hampshire 
would make Patrick a viable alternative to 
Biden for the support of South Carolina’s 
powerful black voting bloc. Put those two 
together, and he’s in business. 

I’m likely wrong about some of these 
thoughts and may be wrong about all of 
them. But the fact that they’re thinkable 
at all is a measure of how disruptive im¬ 
peachment can be.

Harvick, Ford overmatched 
in NASCAR championship 

HOMESTEAD, Fla. — Ford v Toyota 
flopped for the blue oval at the track. 

Kevin Harvick was the lone Ford driver 
in the championship field, outnumbered by 
three Joe Gibbs Racing drivers and their 
Toyotas. Harvick led the first 20 laps in 
the No. 4 Ford for Stewart-Haas Racing 
but never made a serious push down the 
stretch against the JGR fleet. He finished 
fourth, behind champion Kyle Busch in the 
No. 18 Toyota, and failed to bring home his 
first championship since 2014. 

Toyota had three 
of the four drivers 
vying for the title 
Sunday, the latest 
and clearest show 
of strength for 
the automaker in 
NASCAR’s premier 
series. Toyota fin¬ 
ished with 19 vic¬ 
tories in 36 races 
this season, all of 
them from JGR 
and a modern-era 
NASCAR record. The powerhouse program 
placed Busch, Denny Hamlin and Martin 
Truex Jr. in the final four. 

Ford had been able to somewhat keep 
pace with Toyota thanks to Harvick’s prow¬ 
ess as well as that of Team Penske stars 
Brad Keselowski and 2018 series champ 
Joey Logano. 

“We just needed to do something differ¬ 
ent,“ Harvick said. “Those guys, they were 
so much better than us on the long run. 
Really our best chance was to have a cau¬ 
tion there at the end and never got one." 

Harvick, who won four races this season, 
was solid on short runs and off restarts, 
but crew chief Rodney Childers couldn’t get 
much out of the long runs. 

“Just no cautions and nothing happen¬ 
ing,” Harvick said. “When that happens, 
you know, you just get spread out." 

The 43-year-old Harvick made the 
championship four for the fifth time in the 
last six years and finished third in the final 
standings. Harvick has never finished out¬ 
side the top-five at Homestead since he 
joined SHR in 2014. He scored his first win 
at the track in 2014 to earn his first Cup 
championship. 

Ford and Chevrolet remain in chase 
mode, trying to find a way to catch up to a 
Toyota organization that romped its way to 
19 wins through the season. 

It wasn't a total loss for Ford this week¬ 
end. “Ford v Ferrari" raced to an estimated 
$31 million debut and a No. 1 finish at the 
box office. The movie dramatizes the Ford 
Motor Co.’s push to unseat perennial power 
Ferrari at France’s 24 Hours of Le Mans 
race in 1966.

being a bit more subdued about it.“ 

Busch emerged from the Joe Gibbs Rac¬ 
ing juggernaut as NASCAR’s latest cham¬ 
pion, winning his second title Sunday after 
teammates Denny Hamlin and Martin 
Truex Jr. were slowed by pit-road gaffes. 
He snapped a 21-race losing streak and 
beat Hamlin, Truex and rival Kevin Har¬ 
vick for the Cup. 

Busch joined seven-time champion Jim¬ 
mie Johnson as the only active drivers 
with multiple titles. He’s the 16th driver in 
NASCAR history to win multiple champi¬ 
onships, and one of only five to win titles 
in both the Cup Series and the second-tier 
Xfinity Series. 

The No. 18 crew climbed the pit wall and 
handed Busch the championship flag for 
his post-race celebration, and he was met 
on the frontstretch by son Brexton, who 
immediately asked: “Dad, are you going to 
throw me in the air again?” about their cel¬ 
ebratory tradition. He also asked to join his 
father for the final ride into Victory Lane. 

Busch had raced for a second champion¬ 
ship in each of the last three seasons and 
fell short a year ago in part because of 
his crew’s own pit error. This time, it was 
Truex and Hamlin bitten by silly mistakes. 
Truex dominated early but fell a lap back 
after his crew put tires on the wrong side 
of his Toyota. 

“You’ve got to be perfect, one mistake 
probably cost us the championship,” Truex 
said. “I’ve never had that happen. I don’t 
even know what to say. It doesn’t drive 
good with the left front on the right front, 
though, I can tell you that. It’s very tight.” 

Hamlin fell out of contention when an 
aggressive aerodynamic gamble backfired 
because a large piece of tape placed across 
the front of his car caused his engine to 
overheat. Hamlin had to make an unsched¬ 
uled pit stop to remove the tape. 

Truex recovered to finish second, but 
Hamlin didn’t have enough time to over¬ 
come the miscue and was a disappointing 
10th. 

“I feel like I did all I could. I don’t feel I 
could have done a better job. I didn’t leave 
anything out there,” Hamlin said. “I was 
thinking we got a chance and it just didn’t 
work out. We got a little aggressive there 
and it cost us.” 

Harvick, the only Ford driver in the 
championship field, never had anything on 
long runs for the Gibbs cars and finished 
fourth. 

“On the restarts I could do what I wanted 
to do and hold them off for 15 or 20 laps,” 
Harvick said. “This race has come down 
to that every year. You kind of play toward 
that and they were quite a bit better than 
us on the long run. We had a really good 
car for those first 15 to 20 laps on the re¬ 
starts and had a lot of speed, we just never 




got to try to race for it there." 

The finale pitted a trio of Toyota drivers 
from Hall of Fame owner Gibbs against 
Harvick, the hand-picked driver of former 
Gibbs protege Tony Stewart at Stewart- 
Haas Racing. The Gibbs group had the edge 
based on its tremendous season — Busch’s 
win was the 19th out of 36 races for the or¬ 
ganization — and the trio insisted it would 
continue its note-sharing all weekend. 

Las Vegas couldn’t choose a title favor¬ 
ite and the four had essentially even odds 
at the start of the race, even though Busch 
was probably the least likely contender 
of the group. Although he won the regu¬ 
lar season crown, his last Cup win was at 
Pocono in June, his playoffs leading into 
Homestead had been mediocre at best and 
his mood soured with every missed Vic¬ 
tory Lane. 

“We had a cold spell there. It’s been well

documented,” crew chief Adam Stevens 
said. “Quite a few questions about it. We’re 
in such a unique situation, as a competi¬ 
tive team that runs up front with the goal 
of winning the championship every year, 
everything we do is to make that happen, 
right? To win the regular season points 
championship, then try to maintain that 
and get to Homestead, that’s what it’s all 
about.” 

Hamlin, Harvick and Truex had all won 
playoff races, and Hamlin’s win at Phoe¬ 
nix last week gave him all the momentum. 
But with friend and fan Michael Jordan in 
attendance, Hamlin failed to win his first 
championship in his third try. Hamlin is 
the only driver in the final four without a 
Cup title. 

“Our year was fantastic in every way 
you can think of, and it just didn’t pan out 
in one race in our favor,” said Hamlin, who 
won the Daytona 500 and five other races a 
year removed from a winless season. 

Busch gave Gibbs his fifth Cup title and 
bookended a season in which the Gibbs cars 
opened the year 1-2-3 at the Daytona 500. 
Gibbs this entire year has been mourning 
the death of his son, JGR co-chairman J.D. 
Gibbs, and the organization promoted a 
“Do it for J.D.” theme the entire weekend. 

The season ended with a 1-2-3 finish in 
the finale as it was Busch, Truex and Erik 
Jones across the finish line for Gibbs. 

“I know J.D. was looking down on us all 
year long,” Busch said. “I mean, damn, 
what a season Joe Gibbs Racing put 
together.”

MIAMI GARDENS, Fla.—Josh

Vikings dig out of 
20-0 hole at half 
to beat Broncos

MINNEAPOLIS — The Min¬ 
nesota Vikings had barely moved 
the ball at all, when they gathered 
in a humbled locker room after an 
awful first half. 

Picking up the pace with the 
two-minute offense was about 
their only hope of a comeback. 
They delivered one in stun¬ 
ning fashion against the Denver 
Broncos. 

“Suddenly, it just has a differ¬ 
ent feel to it, and the next thing 
you know, you’re going,” quarter¬ 
back Kirk Cousins said. 

The Vikings erased a 20-0 half¬ 
time deficit with touchdowns on 
each of their four drives in the 
second half, fending off the Bron¬ 
cos by forcing three straight in¬ 
complete passes in the end zone 
over the final 10 seconds to pre¬ 
serve a 27-23 victory Sunday. 

This was the first time in five 
years — a span of 100 games in¬ 
cluding the playoffs — that an 
NFL team won after trailing by 
20 or more points at halftime, 
though New England did defeat 
Atlanta in Super Bowl 51 after an 
18-point deficit after two quarters 
grew to 28-3. 

“We can’t count ourselves out. 
We had 30 minutes of football. 
Was it going to take perfect foot¬ 
ball? Most likely,” tight end Kyle 
Rudolph said. “But all we can go 
out there and do is worry about 
the first drive, and getting points, 
and see what happens.” 

Cousins went 29-for-35 for 319 
yards and three scores for the Vi¬ 
kings (8-3), overcoming a system- 
wide failure in the first half that 
included a lost fumble of his dur¬ 
ing a sack that led to one of three 
field goals by Brandon McManus 
for the Broncos (3-7). 

Cousins hit Stefon Diggs for 
a 54-yard touchdown pass that 
brought the crowd noise to a 
deafening level and cut the lead 
to 23-20. McManus went wide 
right from 41 yards on his fourth 
attempt, and Cousins found Ru¬ 
dolph wide open for a 32-yard 
score on the next possession with 
6:10 left. 

“I like when adversity hits and 
you see what kind of guys you’ve 
got,” Diggs said. 

Both of those throws by Cous¬ 
ins came off bootleg rollouts to his 
left, the type of passing play he 
has long thrived on. After being 
stymied for just 47 total yards in 
the first half, the Vikings turned 
to their hurry-up offense with en¬ 
viable results. 

“Throwing an interception into 
double coverage is not going to get 
you back in the game,” Cousins 
said. “So you take what they give 
you. You play one play at a time, 
and you trust that if they give you 


a shot, you take it.” 

Brandon Allen, the fill-in quar¬ 
terback after the injury to Joe 
Flacco and the impending debut 
of rookie Drew Lock, drove the 
Broncos to the cusp of a come¬ 
back of their own with a drive 
that included three fourth-down 
conversions. 

With first-and-goal from the 4, 
but only 10 seconds left and no 
timeouts remaining, Allen had 
three chances at the winner. Trae 
Waynes knocked down the first 
one, Jayron Kearse had a hand 
on the second and the last try for 
Noah Fant sailed past the rookie 
tight end after he and Kearse tus¬ 
sled for position. 

The Broncos have not scored a 
touchdown in the fourth quarter 
for six straight games. The last 
team guilty of such a severe sec¬ 
ond-half collapse was Atlanta on 
Oct. 26, 2014, when a 21-0 lead at 
home turned into a 22-21 victory 
for Detroit. According to Sportra- 
dar, this was only the 14th time in 
NFL history that a 20-plus-point 
halftime lead turned into defeat. 

“Didn’t sustain any drives,” 
Allen said, “and that put our de¬ 
fense in a bad spot.” 

The Vikings punted on their 
first four possessions and already 
trailed 10-0 when they finally got 
a first down. With the deficit at 
17-0, Cousins hit Diggs for a 34- 
yard gain that was wiped out by 
a holding penalty on left tackle 
Riley Reiff.

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Edelman’s TD pass leads Patriots over Eagles 


Defense comes up big 
again for New England

PHILADELPHIA — Julian 
Edelman’s touchdown toss had 
Bill Belichick flashing a slight 
smile and cracking some jokes. 

Edelman threw a go-ahead 15- 
yard TD pass to Phillip Dorsett 
and the New England Patriots 
rallied for a 17-10 victory over the 
Philadelphia Eagles on Sunday. 

Tom Brady threw for 216 
yards, leading New England (9- 
1) back from a 10-0 deficit, but 
it was Edelman, the Patriots’ 
gritty wide receiver, who found a 
target in the end zone. It was the 
first time in Brady’s career that 
another player on his team had 
more TD passes when he played 
the entire game. 

“Good read on the play,” Belich¬ 
ick said. “Keeps his quarterback 
rating up there pretty high. I’m 
sure he’ll ice his shoulder this 
week, massage it. Great play by 
Julian.” 

Brady wasn’t happy with the 
offense’s performance despite a 
win that guaranteed the Patriots 
a winning season for the 19th 
straight season. 

“We could do everything bet¬ 
ter,” he said. 

Once again, the Patriots de¬ 
fense led the way. 

They sacked Carson Wentz five 
times, forced one turnover and 
another that was overturned to 
give the Eagles a touchdown. 

“I felt like we gave up three 
points,” Belichick said. “We got 
an interception. They overturned 
it.” 

Wentz couldn’t get much going 
without his two best receivers and 
top running back sidelined by in¬ 
juries. Nelson Agholor couldn’t 
make a twisting catch on Wentz’s 
fourth-down heave into the end 
zone from the Patriots 26 with 
just under a minute left. 

The Eagles (5-5) got the ball

back and advanced to their 42 
but Wentz’s desperation pass fell 
incomplete. 

“That’s a really good defense,” 
Wentz said. “They did a good job 
taking away things we wanted to 
do. But we have to be better.” 

This was nothing like the thrill¬ 
ing matchup between the two 
teams in Super Bowl 52. Nick 
Foies led the Eagles to a 41-33 
victory over the Patriots to cap¬ 
ture the franchise’s first NFL title 
since 1960. The teams set or tied 
29 Super Bowl records, including 


most yards in any game (1,151) in 
league history. 

Neither team could get in sync 
on offense in the rematch. 

After settling for three field 
goals in the first half, the Patriots 
turned to a trick play. 

Brady drove them to the Ea¬ 
gles 15 on the opening posses¬ 
sion of the third quarter. Facing 
a third-and-11, Brady tossed a 
backward pass to Edelman. The 
former Kent State quarterback 
fired a perfect pass to Dorsett, 
who was alone in the end zone. It 


was Edelman’s second career TD 
pass. The other came in a playoff 
win over Baltimore in January 
2015. 

“It’s cool they trust me to throw 
the ball,” Edelman said. “It’s fun 
to throw the pill sometimes.” 

James White ran in for the two- 
point conversion to increase the 
Patriots’ first lead to 17-10. 

The teams traded punts the 
rest of the second half. 

Wentz tossed a 5-yard TD pass 
to Dallas Goedert early in the

Rams grind out win over Bears

LOS ANGELES — Todd Gurley was told 
by Rams coach Sean McVay before Sunday 
night’s game against the Chicago Bears that 
he was going to be a focal point of Los Ange¬ 
les’ offense. 

Gurley rose to the occasion and delivered 
his best game of the season. 

The All-Pro running back had a season-high 
133 scrimmage yards and scored a touchdown 
to lead the Rams to a 17-7 victory to help them 
keep pace in the NFC playoff race. 

“We had a bunch of guys down and I was 
able to step up,” Gurley said. “It felt like the 
old Todd. I was glad I was able to go out there 
and take advantage of what I got.” 

On a night when the Rams were missing two 
of their starting receivers and had a reworked 
offensive line, McVay reined things in. Los 
Angeles (6-4) ran it on 65.4% of its plays (34 
of 52). That is the highest run percentage in 
McVay’s three seasons as coach and only the 


fourth time they have gone to ground more 
than 60% of the time. 

Gurley led the way with a season-high 25 
carries. His 97 rushing yards also tied for his 
most this year. 

“What I loved the most about what Todd did 
was after we put the first carry on the ground 
he didn’t flinch,” McVay said. “He came back, 
had some good, tough, physical runs, made 
some good catches out of the backfield and he 
was a big-time contributor tonight.” 

Jared Goff was ll-for-18 for 173 yards and 
an interception with many of his completions 
coming off play action. 

The Bears (4-6) ran 22 more plays than the 
Rams but averaged only 3.6 yards. Mitchell 
Trubisky was 24-for-43 for 190 yards with 
a touchdown and interception. Trubisky in¬ 
jured his right hip on the last drive of the first 
half but didn’t come out until late in the fourth 
quarter, when Chase Daniel came in. 

“I was just all arm in the second half pretty 
much,” Trubisky said. “Just trying to fight 
though the pain, trying to make the throws.”

Ravens wrangle Watson as 
Jackson dominates Texans

BALTIMORE — Deshaun Wat¬ 
son couldn’t run, couldn’t hide 
and couldn’t escape from the Bal¬ 
timore Ravens’ defense. 

Making matters worse for the 
Houston Texans: They couldn’t 
handle the elusive and talented 
Lamar Jackson. 

Jackson threw four touchdown 
passes and ran for 86 yards to 
help Baltimore extend its winning 
streak to six games with a 41-7 
rout of the Texans on Sunday. 

The game was billed as a 
matchup between first-place AFC 
teams and two of the best double¬ 
threat quarterbacks in the NFL. 

Jackson and the Baltimore de¬ 
fense made it a one-sided affair, 
and now the Ravens (8-2) are rid¬ 
ing their longest winning streak 
since a seven-game run in 2000, 
their first Super Bowl season. 

“Anytime you are 8-2 you have 
a special group of guys,” said 
running back Mark Ingram, who 
caught two TD passes. “We have 
a goal of being champions.” 

After throwing three touch¬ 
down passes to put Baltimore up 
21-0 in the third quarter, Jackson 
followed with his most impressive 
play of the day: a 39-yard run in 
which he broke six tackles, weav¬ 
ing through the Houston second¬ 
ary as if playing keep-away with 
the football. 

Jackson didn’t get into the end 
zone, but the jaunt had a striking 
resemblance to his dazzling 47- 
yard touchdown run against the 
Bengals one week earlier. 

“That was remarkable. It was 
incredible,” coach John Har- 
baugh said of Jackson’s downfield

foray against Houston. “I haven’t 
seen anything quite like it—since 
last week.” 

“He keeps one-upping him¬ 
self,” Ingram said. 

Watson, on the other hand, 
spent the entire afternoon run¬ 
ning from a defense that utilized 
a variety of blitzes and coverages. 
Baltimore rang up seven sacks

Jackson remained on the side¬ 
line after that. With Robert Grif¬ 
fin III taking the snaps, Gus 
Edwards scored on a 63-yard run 
with 4:10 left.

They ex¬ 
ecuted, we didn’t execute. That’s 
it,” Watson said. 

So what’s next? 

“Flush it and move forward,” 
Watson said. 

Jackson completed 17 of 24 
passes for 222 yards. After start¬ 
ing l-for-6, he completed 13 in a 
row to turn the game into a rout. 

Jackson is the first Ravens 
player to have two games in a sea¬ 
son with at least four touchdown 
passes. He had five in the opener 
against Miami. 

Jackson has 19 TD passes, five 
interceptions and a whopping 788 
yards rushing this season. 

Texans wide receiver DeAndre 
Hopkins, at 27 years, 164 days 
old, became the second-young¬ 
est player in NFL history to reach 
600 career receptions with his 
fourth catch of the game. Only 
Larry Fitzgerald was quicker to 
600 (27 years, 110 days). 

Hopkins finished the day with 
seven catches for 80 yards.

a botched lateral by Arizona.
